TRY TO MOB TRAINMEN 


STOOK-Y ARDS TOUGHS ASSAULT DEP- 
UTY MARSHALS AND Of ARGES. 


Plan to Stampede the Men Under the Pro- 
tection of the Officials Fails Through 
the Fight by the Guards—Crowds Show- 
er Rocks Upon the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois Barracks — Forty Shots 
Fired and Many On-Lookers Have Nar- 
row Escapes=—Cooper Beaten. 


A determined attempt was made by a gang 
of Stock-Yards toughs to mob a party of Chi- 
cago and Eastern Lilinois trainmen who were 
quartered under the protection of United 
States Marshals at No. 3254 Wentworth ave- 
nue last night. The gang had planned to 
stampede the men in the building and then 
clean out the place. In this attempt they were 
defeated by the determined stand made by 
the Deputy*Marshbals assisted by the employés, 
most of whom were also deputies. In the 
darkness no one was hurt, but a number of 
innocent people had narrow escapes, forty 
shots being fired. . 

The building is a three-story. brick owned 
by a man vamed Rolston on Wabash avenue 
ani was rented anid occupied yesterday by the 
Chicago and Eastern I'linois railroad for 
the use of their employés in that 
neighborhood. The first floor is used for a 
kitchen and dining-room and the two upper 
floors as sieeping-rooms. Yesterday the men 
moved in under the protection of Deputy 
Marshals John E. Templeton, Fair, and 
Farley. As soon as it grew dusk men began 
to gather in the streets and alleys and the 
building was assaulted from the front and 
rear and showers of stones fell. Window 
panes were broken and the inmates were 
obliged to get together in the middle 
of the building to keep out of range of the 
missiles. Just before 9 o’clock things grew

NON-UNION COOPER SERIOUSLY SURT. 


Amos Hime Beaten by Strikers at Thirti- 
eth and Halsted Streets. 


Amos Hime, a cooper in the employ of 
Armour & Co., was set upon bya gang of 
strikers at the corner of Thirtieth and Hal- 
sted streets last night and beaten and kicked 
into insensibility. He was rescued by 
a policeman from the Twenty-second 
Street Station, who loaded Hime into 
a patrol wagon and carted him to 
the station. where he was allowed to lie on 
the stone floor without medical attendance, 
His eyes were closed and his face was almost 
beaten into a pulp. After he had been 
knocked down his assailants had kicked him 
until his body was black and biue. H:me re- 
mained at the Twenty-second Street Sta- 
tion in a state of semi-unconsciousness nearly 
all night. He managed to tell the police 
that he was from Rockford, Ill, and that he 
came to the city a week ago to work for Ar- 
mour. He ate and slept in the cooper shop. 
Last night he started out to buy a pair of 
shoes, when he was assaulted,

Sir Edward added gthat the 
relations between China and Japan becoming 
critical July 14 the British Government in- 
structed its envoys at Berlin, St. Petersburg, 
Paris, and Rome to ask the powers to direct 
their envoys at Pekin and Tckio to use their 
good offices in order to avert war. Great 
Britain had since been informed that such di- 
rections had been sent. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 26.—A meeting

ANTI-ANARCHIST BILL PASSES. 


Chamber of Deputies Adopts Measures for 
Controlling the Press. 

Panis, July 26.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today the government's anti-Anzrchist 
bill was adopted by a vate of 268 to 163. 

The bill consists of four clauses, which may 
be summed up as follows: 

The first clause places under the jurisdiction 
of the police courts, instead of under that of 
the assize courts, as heretofore, all newspaper 
arti:les inciting to murder, pillage, and in- 
cendiarism, to outrages by means of explosives, 
and to attempts against the secuvity of the State. 
as well as those in which excuse is found for 


such offenses. 
The second ctause runs thus: ** Whosoever by 


any means other than those set forth in the first 
clause shall have been guilty of Anarchist prop- 
aganda by inciting to attempts against persons 
and property shall be punished with imprison- 
ment varying from three months to two years, 
and with a fine of 100 francs to 2,000 francs.” 
The third clause authorizes the law courts to 
condemn the priséners to transportation in cer- 
tain cases. Prisoners are always to be kept in 


solitary confinement. 

Lastly, the fourth clause empowers the Judges 
to forbid the publication of the whole or of a 
part of the reportof the trials of Anarchists, 
the penalty being imprisonment varying from 
six days to one month and a fine of -1,000 francs 


to 3,000 francs.

BENNINGTON LEAVES SALVADOR. 


Fever Causes the Craiser to Be Ordered to 
San Francisco—Fzeta Still Aboard. 

Wasuincton, D. C., July 26.—Secretary 
Herbert yesterday ordered the Ben- 
nington, now at La Libertad, Salvador, 
to leave at once for San Francisco, 
and has received word that it sailed last night. 
The Bennington has on board Gen. Antonio 
Ezeta and three others of the Salvadorean 
refugees, whose cases have attracted wide at- 
tention. The United States Consul at La 
Libertad has been notified to inform the pres- 
ent government of Salvador that the U nited 
States reserves its decision as to the formal 
disposition to be made of the refugees and a 
conclusion probably will be reached by the 
time the Bennington arrives at San Francisco. 
The reason for the order for the return of the 
Bennington is the bad state of health of the 
officers and crew. The isthmian fever ap- 
peared on board and suddenly ‘began to 
spread in an alarming fashion.

Deputies Get Ready for a Fight. 


Chief Deputy Temp!eton posted his men at 
adwantageous spots and told them not to fire 
except in case of absolute necessity. The ar- 
rangements had’ hardly been made when 
the expected assault came. A shower 
of rocks came from the front of the building, 
where an immense crowd had assembled. 
None of the men in the building was injured 
by this attack and not ashot was fired. The 
attack from the front had not ceased when 
another was begun at the rear. Half-bricks 
and cobblestones were hurled through the 
windows, with yells of defiance accom- 
panying each shower. Finding that the 
people in the building made no show of re- 
sistance the crowd grew bolder and began 
tiring pistols. 

The repeated onsiaughts had made the in- 
mates of the buildmy nervous and panic. 
stricken. Noone dared leave the building to 
call for police aid, and the policemen in the 
vicinity seemed’ to be conveniently at the 
other end of the beats. Seeing the desperate 
straits in which they were p.aced and the 
danger of a stampede Chief Deputy Temple- 
ton ordered the fire from the rear returned. 
A half dozen men at the back windows at 
once opened fire on the mob in the alley and 
kept it up until the assailants had all disap- 
peared. Owing to the darkness it could 
not be ascertained whether any one 
was hit by the builets or not, but howls 
were heard, and it js believed some of the 
bullets hit the mark. The vigorous stand 
made by the deputies had the desir effect 
on the mob, and fearing the police it rapidly 
dispersed. 

As soon as he could do so with safety 
Deputy Marshal Templeton, guarded 
by several of his assistants, made 
his way to the nearest. telephone 
and notified the —Twenty-second Street Police 
Station. The Thirty-fifth Street police were 
called up and a wagonload.of policemen hur- 
ried to the scene. : 


Police Find Strikers in Force. 


When the police arrived the people had sep- 
arated into groups and stood in the vicinity 
and vigorously denounced the so-called 
** scabs ’’ and equally infamous Deputy Mar- 
shals who were there to protect them. No ar- 
rests were made by the police and the people 
in the neighborhood pretended to be in igno- 
rance as to who were the parties who made the 
assault on the buiiding. After taking the 
names of the men in the building who had 
done the shooting the police officers returned 
to the station. 

Several people had narrow escapes from 
the volleys. of bullets fired from and at 
the. buildmg. Adam Heidenreich and 
Mes. Haller occupy the building 
No. 3252. At the time of the shooting they 
were all in the backyard and Mrs, Haller was 
standing near a clothesline. When the volleys 
were fired from the building one of the bullets 
passed througha shirt hanging on the line 
ana grazed her neck. burning the flesh. Hei- 
denreich and several children were also in the 
yard, and the most of them had narrow es- 
capes, the bullets flying all around them. 

J.L. Lee, who has charge of the kitchen 
with severa! assigtants, on the first floor, was 
driven to take refuge in the pantry room 
when the firing was at its height. After 
they came out several bullets were found im- 
bedded in the walls. The cooks were badly 
scared and declared they would not stay in the 
building any longer. Mr. Lee said: # 

‘We only mioved in here this afternoon, 
and supper was the first meal served. Ever 
since dark we have been pelted by. stones and 
threatened with death. The strikers promised 
to drive us out of here, and.I guess they are 
going to keep their word.”’ 

Templeton Tells of the Trouble. 


Chief Deputy Templeton said they had been 
harassed by strikers and hoodlums ever since 
the party had been gathered together. 

** We were told we would have trouble over 
here and we are getting a hot reception. It 
is a wonder po one was injured 
tonight. It was so dark outside we could not 
see the men at whom we were shooting. Ido 


to blow about 8 o'clock. Residents of the 
North Side were the greatest sufferers at the 
avaricious hands of the proprietors of the 
odor-producing establishments who treat with 
utter indifference and contempf the laws 
made for their government and who have in- 
finitely more regard for their pocketbooks 
than for the health and comfort of the com- 
munity.

‘Tam no advocate of violence,”’ said a citi- 
zen last night whose sick baby was breathing 
the hot air of a room the windows of which 
had to be kept closed, ** but if the rioters who 
two weeks ago burned property of people 
against whom they had no sh teh had ap- 
plied the torch to those Bridgeport 
establishments they would, I think, have been 
doing something for which the public would 
have called them blessed. 
is an outrage which merits condemnation of 
tho most pronounced character.’’ While the 
proprietors of the glue factories, desiccating, 
bone boiling, and rendering establishments 
are chiefly to blame, the city authorities are 
not guiltless. Only a year ago assurances 
were given that this nuisance would be reme- 
died. The value of these promises—made by

STATESENATOR FOLEY SHOT BY A WOMAN 


Deed Done in the Rooms of Mrs. M, A, 
Hartly, at Reno, Nev. 

Reno, Nev., July 26.—Mrs. M. A. Hartly 
this evening shot and killed State Senator M. 
D. Foley. The cause of the shooting is not 
known. Mrs. Hartley is an artist, and her 
room, in the Bank of Nevada Building, was 
where the shooting occurred. Foley was shot 
in the stomach and died in half an hour. Mrs. 
Hartly has been arrested. 

The shooting of Senator Foley caused the 
greatest excitement here, as he 1s one of the 
most prominent men in the State, having oc- 
cupied a conspicuous place in politics and 
having been President of the Bank of Nevada. 
Mrs. Hartly when asked to make a state- 
ment said she had nothing to say exce pt that 
she had shot Senator Foley and intended to 
do it. She had known Foley since 
last October. Mrs. Hartly is a widow. 
Dr. Phillips, in whose office Foley died, 
said he heard two shots. He stepped to his 
office door and saw Foley at the head of the 
stairs. Foley waved his hand at Mrs, Hartly 
and ordered her back. Then he walked into 
the office, announcing that he had been shot, 
and became unconscious, dying twenty mun- 
utes after.

$150,000 for gas bills, that the gas frust is 
trying to collect this sum, and that the city 
has not paid it. : 

Apropos, the “anti-trust law”’ passed by 
the last Illinois Legislature contains the fol-

Sec. 6. Any purchaser of any article »r com- 
modity from any individual, company, or * corpo- 
ration transacting business contrary to any” pro- 
vision uf the preceding sections of this. a@ shall 
not be liable for the price or payment such 
article or commodity, and may plead thié act as 
a defense in any suit for such price or payment. 

Under these circumstances it hat been 
asked in certain quarters why the city does 
not pay the bil] and whether it intends to take 
advantage of the law. Corporation Counsel 


does not pay the bill. 
‘* Principally because it has no funés which 
are availabie for the purpose,”’ he replied:

1895, $1.10; during 1896, $1.05; dur- 
ing 1897, $1; and $1 thereafter

tract was made by Mayor Washburne in 1893 
and Corportion Counsel Rubens gave the City 
Council an opinion last May that the provis- 
ions were legal and binding notwithstanding 
the city is not authorized to make a contract 
that will be binding for over one year. He 
held that there was nothing in the contract to 
show that the limit specified by the law had 
been exceeded.

This contract is signed by the Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke company, the People’s Gaslight 
company, the Consumers’ Gas company, the 
Equitable Gaslight and Fuel compatiy, the 
Hyde Park Gas company. the Lake Gag com- 
pany, and the Suburban Gas company. 

In order to evade the existing law in ‘refer- 
ence to trusts the following was inserted in the 
contract by the attorneys of the gas companies 
to cover any and all loops the city might find 
to press a legal fight: 

‘rne above agreement on the part of said gas 
companies is to be enforced and binding upon 
said companies so long as the existing franchises 
of said respective gas companies are refognized 
and not attacked by litigation on the part or at 
the instance of the City of Chicago.

The courts have decided that the gas 
companies are maintaining a combination or 
trust, and a decree has been entered dirécting 
them to separate and organize as separate 
companies. This they claim to be doing, but 
it is thought by many that they will probably 
get along much more rapidly when the * Uni-. 
versal” gets into a position to do business.

Crisp was at the White House today and his 
visit with the President caused a renewal of 
the comment as to the interest of the adminis- 
tration in supporting the tariff position of the 
House. Mr. Crisp declined tu say anything 
concerning the conference. Representatives 
Kilgore of Texas and Bynum of Indiana, the 
latter a member of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee, also saw the President today. Mr. 
Kilgore is endeavoring to stem the tide in the 
House which has set in for the last two days 
toward a concession to most, if not all, that 
the Senate asked. He thinks the House will 
yet win the struggle, and sO 
told the President. To his call. 
ers the President expressed the same 
determination sliown in the letter te Chair- 
man Wilson. It was evident to him that he 
was fixed in his view of the justness of the 
contention he had presented and that there 
was no disposition to waver from it except 
through such mutual compromises as would 
give the House at least a good share of the 
concessions. 

Representative Holman, the Chairman of 
the House Democratic caucus, says that the 
Democrats will probably caucus on the tariff 
bill when it is returned from the next confer- 
ence. He does not think agreement will be 
reached by the conferrees without instructions, 
and anticipates that another report of a disa- 
greement will be returned to both Houses. In 
that event, he says, a caucus of the House 
Democrats will be called to decide upon in- 
structions to be given House conferrees. 


PASS MANY INTER-STATE MEASURES. 


Small Attendance Does Business with Com- 
mittee’s Report. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 26. ~The day’s 
proceedings in the House were dull in the ex- 
treme, and one by one the members left their 
desks until by 3:30 o'clock: there were not 
half a hundred members in the chamber.

Wasuineton, D. C., July 26.—[Special.]— 
Representative McGann, as Chairman of the 
House Labor committee, had some visitors at 
the Capitol today whom be really did not care 
much about seeing. They\ comprised a depu- 
tation from Coxey’s army we | common weal 
which has been encamped \ju#t outside the 
limite of the National Capital for several 
months. Their mission was to learn from 
Mr. McGann what steps sbould be taken to 
get them back to their homes and beyond the 
pale of starvation which now threatens them, 
From his callers the Chicago Congressman 
learned that Gen. Coxey was in camp Lost 
Liberty for the last time yesterday afternoon. 
In the course of a talk to his men he told 
them that the outiook was very disappointing. 
as welias discouraging, and he advised his 
misguided followers to go to Washington 
and beg for something to eat at the risk 
of being sent to the workhouse. As 


for himself his affairs § at 
required his personal attention and super- 
vision, and he proposed to be the first 
deserter from the army. This speech created 
consternation in the camp, for the men had 
relied implicitly upon their leader, who had 
never before hinted at such a thing as aban- 
donment of themselves or their novement. 
But he meant what he said, and accompanied 
by his son Jesse he left the camp permanent- 
ly and started for Massilloc. In this dilemma 
the men were forced to shift for themselves, 
and certain members of the Chicago contin- 
gent determined to cali upon their Congress- 
man and lay their grievances before him. 

Inasmuch as he could do nothing for them 
offhand Mr. McGann suggested that they 
ehould call upon ‘the Commissioner of Chari- 
ties of the District of Columbia and see what 
measures of relief he could provide, and a re- 
port is to be made to him at the Capitol to- 
morrow afternoon. ‘This course seemed to 
meet with favor from the men, and they left 
the Capitol in much better spirits than they 
had entered the big white pile of marble. 

McKee is ir charge at Camp Lost Liberty. 
An inspection of the commissary shows noth- 
ing but a few pickles. The men gathered a 
great many blackberries yesterday, which is 
all they had to eat. This morning the Chi- 
cago contingent, ‘under Elliott, disbanded, 
They say they did not come to Washington to 
starve and will hustle for something to eat. 
They will leave Camp Lost Liberty, but will 
remain in the neighborhood till Sept. 1, when 
it is proposed to inake another ** march on 
Washington.”

There is an item in the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill which interests the State Depart- 
ment. people very much, inasmuch as it pro- 
vides for the printing of the archives of the 
American revolution. It is proposed to take 
these valuable historical documents and re- 
produce them in type as nearly as possible 
after the originals, showing the interlineations 
made by the men of that time in framing the 
history of the United States. These archives 
are to be treated after the same manner that 
the records of the rebellion have been, 
but they will be absolute reproduc- 
tions and not condensations.

How a Democratic trick whereby a free ship 
ha was to be run through with the tariff 
bill failed to deceive the Senate just now 
leaks out, Congressman Fithian of Illinois 
introduced a free ship bill in the House last 
winter which was not considered. When the 
Ways and Means committee set about pre- 
pa the tarii¥ bill Fithian got on the good 
side of Chairmun Wilson and together they 
set about reducing the ship bill toa single 
paragraph, After disguising the purpose of 
the paragraph in what seemed to 
be meaningless words, it was incorporated 
into the revenue bill, The scheme was not 
detected in the House and the paragraph was 
allowed to pass. The Finance committee 
took no notice of it, neither did Jones or 
Vest when they prepared their amendments. 
But before the bill went through the Setate a 
pair of sharp eyes fell upon the Fithian para- 
a: and an amendment was inserted which 
spoiled the doubtful eonstruction and a Dem- 
ocratic purpose. However, nothing was said 
of this amendment except that it was to cor- 
rect the verbiage of a section. This section (7 
of the free list) originally read as follows: 

That all articles of foreign production which 
may be necessary for the construction of vessels, 
including machinery’ and equipment, built in 
the United States for foreign account and owner- 
ship, or for the purpose of being employed in 
the foreign trade, including the trade between 
the Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United 
States, after the passage of this act may be im- 
fortes in bond under such regulations as the 

retary of the Treasury may prescribe ; and upon 
proof that such materials have been used for sach 
purpose no duties shall be paid thereon, But 
vessels receiving the benefit of this section shall 
not be allowed to engage in the coastwise trade 
of the United States more than two months in 
any one year, except upon the payment to the 
United States of the duties on which a rebate is 
herein allowed. 

Provided that vessels built in the United States 
for foreign account or ownership shall not be 
allowed to engage in the coastwise trade of the 
United States. 

‘** Articles,”’ the third word in this section, 
concealed the purpose. Unimportang¢ though 
it seems it is broad enough for construction 
by a Democratic Secretary of the Treasury to 
let in a ship or a spar without tax. The first 
thing done, therefore, was the substitution of 
the word “ materials,’”’ which is so specific 
that nothing else can be entered. This word 
is further qualified and defined by striking 
out the words ‘including machinery and 
equipment ’~and substituting *‘ and ali such 
materials necessary for the building of their 
machinery and all articles for their outfit and 
equipment.” 

Since the bill has been in conference Chair- 
man Wilson*yajs been contending for the in- 
sertion of ‘“‘and articles’’ after the word 
“‘ materials,’’ “Vest was inclined to help him, 
but when it became apparent to the other 
Senators that there was a load in the gun 
they refused to fool with it, Vest wisely said 
nothing further, and, though Wilson may 
scheme ane fret, his friend Fithian must try 
for free ships in a separate measure,

All Washington tonight, Republicans and 
Democrats included, is smiling over the 
speech madé by Senator Vilas in defense of 
the President, It included some of the most 
extravagant cuckooism and _  sycophantic 
praise ever heard in Congress. The Presi- 
dent was repeatedly referred to as “ that dis- 
tinguished citizen of the republic,’’ ** that 
noble character,”’ ‘ta man supreme above de- 
traction,” and similar expressions ad nau- 
seam. The Wisconsin Senator seemed de- 
termined once for all to make adequate re- 
turns to the beneficent being who had created 
him Secretary of the Interior and Postmaster- 
General, besides assisting him to his seat in 
the United States Senate.

GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL, 


War Department's Orders as to Use of 
Troops Are Expanded, 

WasninorTon, D. C., July 26.-—One result of 
the extensive use of the troops during the recent 
strike has been the promulgation of a general 
order from the War Department intended to fully 
inform comunanding officers how and when they 
may use troops. The order is an amendment of 
an existing order, and its significant features are 
found in the designation of the inter-State com- 
merce act and the acts in aid of the Pacific rail- 
roads, in addition to the statute prohibiting ob- 
structions of the mails, as acts warranting army 
officers in using troops. 

Capt. Evans Was Much Sarprised. 


Capt. Robley D. Evans, the present naval sec- 
retary of the lighthouse board, who was recently 
ordered by Secretary Herbert to the command of 
the New York, the finest ship in the navy, has 
returned to Washington from a short rest at Old 
Point Comfort. Capt. Evans said it was a great 
surprise te him, as he yet had two and a half 
years of shore duty. Two years ago he was in 
command of the Bering sea fleet, and he hoped 
to be permitted to serve out his term of shore 
duty with his family. He certainly had not 
asked for the command of the New York. He 
will leave Washington August 16 and assume 
command of the New York August 20. The New 
York will be the fiag-ship of Admiral Meade.

Tox1o, Japan, July 26.—Gozo Tateno, Japa- 
nese Minister to Washington, has been re- 
called to Japan, and Mr. Kukeno, an experi- 
enced diplomat, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed him. This change has been made on 
account of dissatisfaction at the manner in 
which Minister Tateno has conducted the 
negotiations with the Washington Govern- 
ment looking to the modification of the extra- 


territorial treaties. 

Wasuinatos, D. C., July 26.—The news 
from Tokio of the recall of the Japanese Mis- 
ister—Mr. Tateno—is confirmed here, but the 
reason assigned for the change is said to be 
erroneously stated, While there have been 
negotiations between the governments of 
Japan and the United States since 1882 look- 
ing to the revision of the treaties, it happens 
little has been done in this respect recently 
and the notes that have passed contain ho 
matter that was objectionable to our gov- 
ernment or that in the slightest de- 
gree would subject Mr. Tateno to 
censure by his own government. Further- 
more, it can be positively said the change in 
the legation here is ii no way connected with 
the communications addressed to the Japan- 
ése Government by the Departmentof State 
regarding the Corean imbroglio. Proof 
positive to this effect is afforded by two facts, 
tirst, that a successor to Mr. Tateno has been 
appointed, which would not have been the 
case had the Japanese Government been dis- 
posed°to resent Secretary Gresham's repre- 
sentations; and, secondly, while Mr. Tateno 
received his formal! recall within the last 
forty-eight hours, he was notified three 
months ago, before the Corean difficulty 
arose, that his term had expired and that he 
would soon receive notice of his recall. 


Treaty to Recognize {ts Courts. 


Inasmuch as the treaties have been erron- 
eously suggested as a cause for the change in 
the legation here it may be said that the Jap- 
anese government has been for many years 
striving to secure a revision of these treaties. 
and with every prospect of final success. In 
the treaties of 1857-58 between the United 
States and Japan it was stipulated that Amer- 
icans committing offenses in Japan should be 
tried by the American Congul-General or Con- 
suls. Other nations followed this lead in their 
treaties with Japan. The United States was 
the first nation to hold out a promise of more 
liberal treatment in this respect. This prom- 
ise though was not fulfilled and in recent years 
it has suffered other nations to advance so far 
beyond it that treaties with them have been 
practically completed by which Japan takes 
its stand among civilized nations with full ad- 
mission of its ability to administer justice. 

The Japanese Government has its diplo- 
matic service under rigid civil service rules 
and one of its features is rotation in office. 
No Japanese Minister, it is said, served more 
than three years at one post, save in excep- 
tional cases, where negotiations in progress 
cannot be safely transferred from one Minis- 
ter to another. Mr, Tateno has served in 
Washington nearly four years and his rela- 
tions with our government have been of the 
most cordial nature, He is not, it is stated, 
detached from the Japanese diplomatic serv- 
ice, but wiil return to Japan bearing the rank 
of Envoy Extraordirary unattached, and if 
the precedents are foliowed probably wll be- 
come Vice-Minister to one of the depart- 
ments. 

History of Tateno and Kukeno. 


Mr. Tateno’s history is interesting. He 
comes from one of the best families in Japan 
one of the **two-sworded”’ class. He was 
originally and for many years an officer of 
the imperial household, and when Gen. Grant 
visited Japan he was specially designated by 
the Emperor to escort the General in his tour 
through the empire. A strong attachment 
sprung up between the two men, many valu- 
able presents were exchanged, and a friendly 
correspondence was kept up between them 
until the death of Gen. Grant. Mr, Tateno 
afterward became Governor of the Province 
of Osaka, and by his kindly administration 
endeared himself te the large foreign coldny, 
who recognized his efforts in their behalf. 
and especially on the occasion of the great 
floods, by handsome testimoniais. He held 
this position ten years, and then becaime a 
member of the Japanese Senate, which place 
he relinquished to accept the appointment in 
January, 1891, of Japanese Minister to 
Washington. 

Mr. Kentaro Kukeno, who will succeed Mr. 
Tateno, is a man of erudition and of distinc- 
tion in his own country. He was educated in 
the United States and is a graduate of Har- 
vard and of the Cambridge law school. He is 
42 years of age and has acquired fame as a 
parliamentarian. He visited the leading 
countries of Europe and made an exhaustive 
study of their systems of government, and, 
returning to Japan, framed the code of par- 
liamentary practice which governs their Sen- 
ate and House. He was General Secretary of 
the Imperial House of Peers, a position cor- 
responding to that of Secretary of the Senate 
in our country, and since then has held the 
post of Vice-Minister of Agriculture and Com- 


merce, 
GOLD RESERVE’S LOWEST POINT. 


Drafts for This Week's Shipments Show 
Heavy Losses. 

Wasuineton, D; C., July 26.—The gold re- 
serve today received another severe blow by 
the engagemient at New York of $2,000,000 
for export next Saturday. This leaves the 
true amount of the reserve $58,345,725, or 
$3,654.570 lower than the lowest point 
reached prior to the February bond issye. 
Against thix reserve there were outstanding 
July 1 $346,681,016 in United States notes 
and $152,584,417 in United States Treasury 
notes of 1890, making an aggregate of 
nearly $500,000,000 in paper cyrrency re- 
deemable in gold.. The exportations of gold 
since the February bond issue aggregate 
about $78,350,000, while the importations 
amount to about $11,850,000, making the 
net loss of gold during the last six months 
about $67,000,000. So farthis month the 
Treasury reeeipis amount to .432,700,000 
and the expenditures $28,170,000, leaving a 
net gain of $4,530,000. Pension payments 
up to this time amount to $13,054,000, 


TO PROTECT LABOR ON BORDERS, 


Committee on Immigration Has Lock- 
wood’s Measure Ready fer Action. 

Wasuinoetor, D.°C., July 26.—The sub- 
committee of the Co-n mittee on Immigration, 
which had charge of Representative Lock- 
wood’s bill to protect American labor on the 
borders, reported it favorably to the full com- 
mittee today with several changes. The bill 
forbids the employment in a ake oe States 
of persons who retain foreign fesidences, and 
is aimed against Canadians and Mexicans who 
come across the borders to work, particular- 
ly sailors on the great lakes, and imposes 
heavy penalties upon their employers. The 
occupations of sheep herders and shearers and 
house servants and body servants were ex- 
empted from the bill.

‘ONE BLOW TOKILL IT 


RE-OPENING AT PULLMAN, IT Is 
SAID, WOULD END THE STRIKE. 


Evidence Cited in the Experience of Other 
Conéerns That Have Resumed — An- 
archists Angered at Signs of Waning 
Violence = Employers of Militiamen 
Discharging Them for Prolonged Ab- 
sence—Illinois Steel Company to Re- 
Open Next Week. 


The strikers at Pullman are gradually los- 
ing ground, and everybody down there except 
a few labor leaders and agitators fully be- 
lieves now the only thing necessary to com- 
pletely knock the strike out is for the Pull. 
man company to open its works and com- 
mence business, The men would then either 
have to go back to work or see their ‘places 
taken by others. Whichever horn of the 
dilemma they accepted would quickly put a 
guietus upon the whole trouble: The fact 
that the Allen Paper Car Wheel compary is 
rapidly getting a full force of new men seems 
to convince the Pullman strikers it might not 
be as difficult as they have imagined for the 
Pullman company to do the same thing. 

The car wheel factory reopened last Mone 
day with only three men. Tuesday fewer 
than that number reported, but Wednesday 
the force grew to fifteen and yesterday there 
were twenty-seven men at work. The laundry 
force was increased to thirty-seven girls. At 
Burnside on the north 270 symputhizers, 
striking machinists, have gone back to their 
places in the Illinois Central machine shops, 
and at Kensington on the south the Drop 
Forge works, also clésed by the sympathy 
strike, started up yesterday witha full com- 
plement of workmen. 

The leaders and agitators, the ** bums” and 
rioters, the Amazons and foreign Anarchists 
are in a state of rage and would be on the 
warpath were it not for the check put upon 
them by a strong police force with a regiment 
of military in reserve. A’few rabid Reds 
broke through the lines and undertook to 
assault the car wheel employés as they were 
leaving the shop last evening, but the police 
quickly suppressed them and one man was 
arrested, 

Col, Turner Makes a Report. 


Col. Turner was called to brigade head- 
uarters in the city yesterday to give Gen. 

‘heeler a report on the situation in his dis- 
trict. The substance of that report was that 
everything is quiet and, under the present cir- 
cumstances, would be likely to remain so for 
six months. He thought, if the shops were to 
start up now, there might be work for the Na- 
tional Guard for a few days, but couid not see 
the necessity of waiting a month for the shops 
to start, 

Some of the First Regiment boys are begin- 
ning to suffer the hardships attending upon 
long service in the field. Their employers do 
not like it and many of them have, so the of- 
ficere say, already taken occasion to 
let this fact known by 
informing the men they need not come back 
to work. Asaresult Col. Turner and every- 
body else feels that an outrage is being per- 
petrated somewhere. Just three weeks ago 
when Pullman was at the mercy of an an- 
archistic and violent mob, the First Regiment 
was called out and sent there to preserve 
order, and has been on guard throughout the 
entire region of Lake Calumet since. That 
it has been the sole means of saving ‘millions 
of dollars’ worth of property at Burnside, 
Fordham, South Chicago, the Nickel- 
Plate shops,. and West Hammond, as 
well as at Pullman, from lawless destruction 
the soldiers say cannot be denied. Yet for 
the last week, apparently, there has been no 
duty to perform that could not have been per- 
formed by a reasonable number of police. 
However, the authorities in control seemed 
to think different. More than 100 men, it is 
claimed, have already received notices of dis- 
missal from their employers, and an equal 
number are said to be in receipt of letters 
telling them if they do not report for duty by 
next Monday morning their services no longer 
will be required. Asa result of all this there 
is much uneasiness in the ranks about being 
detained without something to do, but no 
complaining. 

Property-Owners Protest with Vigor, 


Yet every suggestion of withdrawal made 
has been met by the Pullman officials, the I- 
linois Central, Michigan Central, Nickel 
Piate, and Baltimore and Ohio companies 
with vigorous protests and,it is said, almost 
pitiful appeals. With’ the vast extent of ter- 
ritory assigned to him to cover and the num- 
berof posts he has been compelled to main- 
tain Col. Turner says he could not grant fur- 
loughs toall the soldiers whose employers 
threatened them with discharge. 

For several days the question of private 
property being guarded by the militia has 
been loudly talked, and the strikers are mak- 
ing capital out af it. The battalion at Puil- 
man is stationed among the shop  build- 
ings, but only, as claimed, because 
there the men could have the benefit 
of cars to sleep in, ‘but this is not 
taken as evidence that they are guarding 
the property any more than if camped out- 
side the works. To stop the talk, however, 
Pullman officials suggested yesterday that 
tents be procured and a regular camp be es. 
tablished on Pullman’s prairie west of the 
Illinois Central tracks, but the suggestion was 
not accepted. 

Even the landlords of whom certain mem- 
bers of the gallant First are ‘enants are get- 
ting troublesome. Private Levy of Com- 
pany D gota message froin his landlord a 
few days ago informing him that if the rent 
bill were not paid within twenty-four hours 
his wife and furniture would be thrown into 
the street. Capt. Barnett came to.the sol- 
dier’s rescue by advancing him the money. 


SENDS A COPY OF A DEBS TELEGRAM, 


Repentant A. Ri U. Man, Who Wishes to 
Get Back to Law and Order. 

District-Attorney Milchrist received a lettér 
yesterday inclosing a copy of a telegram sent 
by Debs July 4 to Lafayette, Ind., saying the 
strike was on and gaining ground hourly, and 
directing that all the railroad employés at 
Lafayette be called out. The telegram was 
no news to Mr. Milchrist, because he already 
had‘a copy of it, but the letter accompanying 
it was interesting. It reads as follows: 

Dear Sir: Inclosed you will find a copy of a 
telegram received at this point July 4. i send it 
to you, hoping it will benefit the government in 
its case against E. Il am a deluded A, R. U. 
man and wish onte more to got in line with law 


and order. As my namejwill not cut any figure | 
will sign, REPENTANT. 

Although Debs and the other defendants in

I went out when 
the strike was ordered. My family got sick 
and in need, I had to go to work yesterday.”’ 
Capt. O'Neil says it is difficult to convict the 
men arrested for assault, as the workmen are 
afraid to prosecute. Another fireman was 
taken from his engine at Root street and 
Stewart avenue in the morning. He was 
seized by strikers and carried away bodily. 
He called for help’ and was rescued by the 
police. The fireman went back to werk after 
swearing out warrants for two of his assail- 
ants. There were ee: ber of cases of = 
ting trains reported, Une man was caug 
in the act at Fortieth and Halsted streets and 
arrested. Capt. O’Neil says it is impossible 
to prevent the cutting of trains. He says the 
people are indignant because crossings are 
blocked too long and trains are cut for that 
reason, He'does not think it is always the 
work of strikers.

CHARGED WITH MAKING THREATS, 


Four Men in Court on the Complaint of 
the Santa Fe Koad. 

Richard Lawrence,. Peter O’ Dowd, Edward 
Rhodes, and Bert Cornell, iormer employés 
of the Santa Fé road at Chillicothe, Ill., who 
were arrested for contempt of court on the 
petition of the receivers of the road, were 
brought before Judge Grosscup yesterday 
afternoon. H.W. Abbott, an engineer who 
refused to join in the strike; Herbert Wing, a 
fireman who took the place of Cornell when 
the latter quit work, Timekeeper Densmore, 
and other employés of the company at Chilli- 
cothe, testified that the four men made 
threats against those who would not join the 
movement to tie up the road. The four de- 
fendants denied the threats. They admitted, 
however, they had talked with the new men 
with the object of getting them to leave the 
service of the company. Attorneys Gregory 
and Geeting, for the defense, moved that 
O* Dowd be discharged on the ground that 
there was no ‘evidence against bim, but the 
court said he would not discharge him until 
all the evidence in the case has been heard. 
The hearing will be resumed this morning. 


PRINCE BOUND TO CONTINUE AT PLAY. 


Cc. P. Huntington’s Son-in~-Law Makes a 
Scene Over Roulette at Saratoga. 

Saratoga, N. Y., July 26.—[Special. ]— 
Prince Hatzfeld, C. P. Huntington’s son-in- 
law, gave the players and dealers at the Sara- 
toga club half an hour of fine sport yesterday. 
For some time the Prince has been in the 
habit of playing roulette at the Saratoga 
club. He was given a higher limit than ordi- 
nary piayers, and was in the habit of winning 
or losing several thousand dollars at a sitting. 
The managers of the club became alarmed at 
the facility with which the Prince would put 
up ** markers,”’ and finally fixed his limit at 
$10,000.

He got it, 
but when Cantield, the preprietor, heard of 
this breach of the rule he told the Prince he 
had exceeded his limit and he would have to 
stop piaying.

WOMEN VOTE IN BLOCKS OF FOUR. 


A. P. A. Quarrel Breaks Out in a Serious 
Form at South Amboy. 

Soutn AmsBoy, N. J., July 26.--Much ill- 
feeling has been engendered here by the 
school election. The election was the first 
held under the new law anda full board was 
elected. Thetrouble has grown out of the 
action of the priest in charge of St. Mary’s 
Roman Catholic Church, who, it is said, or- 
dered the women of his parish to vote for the 
candidates of their religious faith. At the 
time the polls opened the Catholic women 
met in St. Mary’s School hall. From there 
they went to the polling-places in blocks of 
four. All were provided with ballots. The 
Protestants knew nothing of this until the 
women began to vote in large numbers, always 
four in asquad, They soon found out what was 
guing on. For the rest of the time the polls 
remained open there was lively work on the 
part of Protestants to overcome the advan- 
tage obtained by the Catholics. The wives. 
daughters, and sweethearts of the Protest- 
ants were hurried to the polling place as soon 
possible. Many of them were called from 
beds to cast the ballot they were entitled to. 
It was too late when the work of the Protest- 
ants commenced to avail them much. The 
count showed that the Catholics had elected 
six of the nine trustees. The Protestants 
claim they will contest the election on the 
ground that many of the women who voted 
were not of the required age. It is under- 
stood prominent. members of the Junior 
Order, American Protective Association, will 
enjoin the board from entering into the dis- 
charge of their duties. This will bring the 
matter into court on guo warranto proceed- 
ings.

Debs Departs for Terre Haute for a Few 
Days’ Rest-His First Appearance at 
Uhlich’s Hall After Leaving JaileDe.- 
nies Any Connection with the Ameri- 
ean Labor Union—Accompanied ta the 
Depot by Several Hundred Followers

There will be another general meetitiz of 
the American Railway Union in Chicago Aug. 
2. This meeting is to holda sort of t- 
mortem examination of the late laméhted 
strike and decide what the Debsites wilx do 
next. The meeting was called yesterday by 
the Board of Directors of the union in seadéion 
at the Revere House. After it was over Webs 
went across the street to Uhlich’s Hall t@ be 
tumultuously welcomed out of jail by a great 
crowd of the men whom he had throw out 
of jobs. Then the Debs set out for the Polk 
Street Depot to take a train to Terre Haute, 
being proudly escurted by a somewhat promis- 
cuous procession of enthusiasts. ! 

Altogether it was a large, proud day for the 
ex-dictator. ey 

The directors’ meeting was held in the Re- 
vere House committee-room. It lasted from 
10 o’clock until 12. Of courseits proceed- 
ings were closely guarded, When it wasover 
Debs came forth and made proclamatidh to 
the reporters thus: 

We have determined to call -a conventson 
meet in this city Aug. 2. This will not be 4 gen- 
eral convention, but will consist of only*%those 
delegates summoned from districts imm tely 
affected by the strike. This convention wif rep- 
resent absolute legislative wer, and will de- 
cide on further methods. ereis no ides that 
the strike will be called off. but some of the 
roads are showing signs of. weakness anti we 
want to bolster ourmen up. Theconvention will 
have entire authority over everything. The dele- 
gates will meet at the Revere House. 

Debs, continuing, denied that he had any 
connection with the new organization ealied 
the American Labor Union. Noone, he'said, 
had any authority to use his name in connec. 
tion with it. é 

Then Debs and his lieutenants scuttled 
across to Uhlich’s Hail. A great crdwd of 
unemployed was packed there listenin? with 
beautiful faith to roseate reports which were 
being read from the strike committies of 
various roads. It was Debs’ first uppeérance 
before his intrepid legions since he got out of 
jai!. Much shouting greeted him. Every- 
body was as triumphant as if they were all 
winners, Ofcourse there must be a speech 
from Debs. ¢ 

Debs Discourses. 

“I see,” said he, in jocular vein, “‘ you have 
changed your quarters since I was last with 
you. So have I.”” This was taken asa fairly 
good joke, Then Debs went on to say that 
Judge Woods haa practically decided it 
is illegal for organized labor to strike. » m 

“If this is the law,” he continued, ** thé labor 
unions might as well disband, If that_bé the 
law, no matter how much they may talk 
about freedom and the Stars and Stripes, 
workingmen are slaves and have no right to 
resist or defend themselves, But I am not 
prepared to believe that such is the law of the 
land and the highest court in the country will 
be asked to pass upon the question, for is 
where we are going.”’ | 

After the meeting Debs gave it out that he 
was going to his home in Terre Haute on the 
4:30 Eastern Illinois train, There was much 
correspondence waiting for. him there, he 
said, and he wanted to rest a few days. Be- 
sides, he had an appointment to addtfess the 
faithfyl down there. The ex-dictator went 
to the Revere House to make preparations 
for his journey. In the meantime the 
fatuous ones who have been loitering about 
Uhlich’s Hall for three weeks begat to ‘bestir 
themselves. They sounded a-general alarm 
and rallied up ati of 800 men—most of them 
rather the worse for wear and tear. They got 
a brass band of tremendous noise-making ca- 
pacity and secured also sundry banners. 
Then they fell into more or less of a 4jne in 
front of the Revere House. When Debs, his 
wife, his sister, and his brother came ott and 
got into a cab the proud array closed Up and 
gave the cab proper escort. They marched 
around the hotel, across to State street, down 
State to Hubbard court, west to Dearborn, 
thence to the railway station. It was «indeed 
a magnificent turnout, and Debs swelled all 
up as he gazed upen it. ,

ELOPES WITH A 500-POUND WOMAN. 
Groom Incurs His Father-in-Law’s Il- Will 
and Now Is Sued. | 
Lzsanon, Ind., July 26.— [Special Corre- 
spondence, ]—A lawsuit which promises to be 
otie of unusual interest was filed in the Boone 
Circuit Court this morning. William Allen is 
a wellknown and highly respected farmer 
who has lived in this county for the last fifty 
years. He had an only daughter named 
Frances, who was a woman of gigantic form, 
weighing nearly 500 pounds. Owing to her 
immense size and consequent helplessness it 
seemed that she would never know the happi- 
ness‘of a married life, but in 1890 her Romeo 
appeared in the person of David 
M. Campbell, a man of about 40 years, 
who announced himself a widower from 
Nicholas County, Ky., and after whispering 
words of love into the willing ears of this shy 
pone miss told her be would be pleased to 
ve her, together with her 160-acre farm, 
for his only own. Without reluctance she ac- 
cepted his proposition. Her father, however, 
made inquiry as to the financial standing of 
his prospective son-in-law, and, failing to find 
any trace of wordly goods’*to which Campbell 
had a title, came to the conclusion that it was 
‘a marriage for revenue only, as far as Oamp- 
bell was concerned, and iuterposed an objec- 
tion. His attempt to stop the marriage was 
in vain, for the evening of Aug. 20 she es- 
caped the watchful parental eye and eloped 
with her David, and was, as she supposed, 
lawfully married. After the wedding Mr. 
Allen forgave -his daughter for her dis- 
loyalty, and, though he never seemed to 
entertain kindly feelings toward his son-in-law, 
things went along smoothly until after the 
death of Mrs. Campbell, which occurred 
April 20.

That is officially 
denied, and the square statement is made 
by one of the principal officers that the usual 
The 
statement was also circulated that the com- 
pany is soon to make a new issue of stock in 
order to build the electric plant. That state- 
ment was also officially denied, and it was 
said that the company has no plans at present 
for any increase of stock or bonds. 

The shorts were turning.a good deal: of 
stocks yesterday and the outlook at present 
indicates that there will be much less long 
stock delivered at the end of the account than 
was anticipated. The fact that the market was 
so oxtremely weak in the face of this returning 
of short stock was something of a surprise. The 
stock is being turned freely at 4%. The principal 
sellers yesterday were Brewster, Foreman, Lob- 
dell, and Sturgis. Jamieson. who has been the 
largest buyer of late, was doing little on either 
side of the market. 

The day was prolific in 1dle rumors ‘at the 
Stock Exchange. The statement was circulated, 
with much elaboration of details, that the Uni- 
versal Gas company had been turned over to the 
Hyde Park Natural Fuel Gas during the afte r- 
noon. The Hyde Park Mutual people denied the 
statement absolutely. 

“I ama director and I am Treasurer of the 
company,” said John J. Mitchell, “ and ought to 
know something about it.’ I havo heard nothing 


about the purchase of the Universal Gas com- 
pany. Asa matter of fact the Hyde Park com- 


any knows absolutely nothing about what the 


niversal Gas company is, and has had no offer 
of the franchise in any way whatever. We have 
not bought it and we have not been asked to buy 
it, and we know no more about what it is than 
does the public generally.” 

The outlook for heavy gold shipments Saturday 
promises to be fully borne out. Engagements al- 
ready amount to $4,000,000, and there is a pos- 
sibility that Saturday's shipments will consider- 
ably exceed that amount. The sterling market 
was decidedly tirm all day. The quotations did 
not advance... The only reason was that they were 
clear to the highest possible point and read- 
ily admit of gold engagements for export. 
The gold reserve of the government is down to 
$60,600,000, and the heavy shipments of Satur- 
day will bring it far below the lowest point it 
has been since the resumption of specie payment. 
Bankers take different views of the situation, but 
agood many of them are showing considerable 
anxiety. The fact that gold exports are keepi 
up heavily so long after the time that they wou: 
under ordinary circumstances cease is in itself a 
disturbing feature, but when in addition to that 
the owe stock of the government is being re- 
duced to such a low point there are a good many 
bankers who seem to see danger in the situation. 
Others are inclined to take a much more optimis- 
tic view and feel confident that the gold ship- 
ments must soon cease, and deciare that it is idle 
to doubt the government's ability to maintain its 
credit. The gold situation, nevertheless, was with- 
out doubt one of the chief depressing factors in 
the market yesterday. 

The weekly statement of the Bank of England 
shows an increase of £857,000 in reserve and 
£208,000 in bullion. The proportionjof reserve 
to liability is now 66.5 per cent, The rate of dis- 
count remains unchanged at 2 per cent. The 
weekly statement of the Bank of Germany shows 
an increase of 20,880,000 marks in cash. The 
statement of the Bank of France shows a de- 
crease of 43,125.000 franes in circulation and an 
increase of 8,075,000 francs in gold. 

N. W. Harris & Co. have purchased $158,000

The United States Express company has 
been cleverly but not alarmingly swindled. 
Some unknown thief after gainmg possession 
of two money order books of the company 
from tao of its local agents, by the most con- 
suntmate nerve and address, has filled up the 
ordérs and collected them as fast as he could 
travel from one of the company’s agencies to 
another, not overlooking the Chicago agency 
on his way. 

The company does a large business in the 
sale of money orders on a system similar to 
that used by the postoffice, though, it seems, 
not so well guarded against fraud. It takes 
the precaution to letter and’ number every 
single money order blank it uses. It can tell 
in; a moment what is the series and 
what are the numbers of the money 
order blanks in the possession 
of every one of its agents. But in paying 


these orders at the agency on which they are | 


drawn the payee is allowed to identify him- 
self by means of any documents he may have 
in his pockets. If, therefore, a thief can get 
possession of one of the blank money orders 
he can fillitin for $50, which is the limit, 
and get the money on it. 

This was illustrated July 10 when a man 
representing himself as W. §, Nott, of the 
firm of Nott & Co., Minneapolis, presented 
hiunself at the money order window of the 
Chicago agency on Washington street to col- 
leet a $50 money order of the ,company 
drawn at Minneapolis. The clerk was no tsat- 
isfied with the man’s identification, and turned 
hiin over to Agent Hamlin, who had never in 
hiag®life been deceived in suchacase, Mr. 
Hatnlin examined the man’s papers and 0 
K'd the order, which was paid, though it was 
disédovered afterward the name signed to it 
was, not the name of the Minneapolis agent. - 

So little notice was taken of the swindler 
neither the clefk nor Mr. Hamlin can tell 
whether his hair was black or red, nor give 
any description of him whatever. Indeed, 
nothing further was thought of the incident 
untij July 18, when General Superinicadent 
Walker of the Chicago office received word 
from the company’s agent at Fredonia, Wis,, 
ésking when he was to be furnished with a new 
tnbhey order book. He went on to tell how 
July 8 he had been visited by his new route 
agent, A. R. Goodwin, who told him his order 
book was of the wrong series, and took it 
away with him, promising to send him one of 
the right series at once. 

‘How the Order Book Was Secured, 

Aes the route agent of the Fredonia division 
was Peter Kerrigan. it was easy to see the 
agent had been victimized, and a little cor- 
respondence with him brought out the facts. 
A whan cameto him July 8, represented he 
was the successor of Veter Kerrigan, the route 
agent, showed some cards in provf of it, and 
tneh took possession of his office. He went 
thrbugh all the books, and *' checked up the 
offive,”’ dealing .out now a cempliment and 
now a complaint, as he proceeded. He even 
sat down to the telegraph instrument and tel- 
egraphed a message to the next station con- 
cerning his satchel, which he said had been 
léft on the train. Fimaily he toid the agent 
his money order book was of the wrong series, 
and put itin his pocket. The last thing he 
said as he waved an adieu from a departing 
train’ was he would have the new book there 
‘* in @ train or two,”’ 

It was subsequently learned the brazen- 
faced swindler visited two or three other 
agencies in the same style. At Grafton, Wis,, 
he got’ possession of another money order 
bodk, making the number of blanks in the 
twa books forty-eight. At one office the book 
cortained only two orders, and he would not 
deijyn to take it, but gave the agent a roast- 
ing for not keeping a larger supply on hand. 
He then proceeded w'th the greatest possible 
rapidity to fili up the money orders and col- 
lect then. : mana 

Following the agencies at which he captured 
the blanks, and then those on which he drew 
the orders, the thief’s itinerary seems to 
hate been Fredonia, Grafton, and Milwaukee, 
Wis.; Chicago and Garwin, Fairfax, Maquo- 
kefAa, Davenport, Marsballtown, Delmar, 
Tamar, Toledo, Clarence, and Calamus, Ia. 
Ai-of his orders purported to be drawn at 
Migneapolis except two, which were drawn at 
Columbus, Wis., and the name signed as agent 
was different in every case. The first few 
were drawn for $50, but the rest for amounts 
sinking gradually to $23. He always receipt- 
etl for the money on the back of the order as 
K. W. Sikes or E. W. Sykes except once, when 
it was Edward L. Baker. He got the agents 
at these places to pay the orders without any 
trouble, though he was required to identify 
himself, and though the name of the Minne- 
apolis agent was always wrong. Once he gut 
a bank to cash an order, and once, in Milwau- 
kee, he paid for a suit of clothes with an or- 
der. So far as known he is still filling up and. 
collecting these money orders. 

As soon as the fraud was discovered General 
S rintendent Walker telegraphed the facts 
to H. B. Platt, Superintendent of the money- 
order department located in New York, and tt 

as only a short time before circulars were fly- 
iby. to allof the company’s 5,000 or more local 
agents warning them aot to pay any money- 
Orders numbered from 175,717 to 175,749 
Sf from 208,333 to 208,349 inclusive, which 
Agd been stolen by A. R. Goodwin, alias W. 
%, Nott, alias Edward L. Paker, alias E. W. 
Mvkes. The thief was described as 26 years 
Sid, with smooth face, dark complexion, black 
eyes, five feet four inches high, weight 140 
pounds. Agents are instructed to arrest him 
ationce if found. Col. Byrnes, the company’s 
chief of detectives, located at Buffalo, is at 
work on the case, and each of the company’s 
route agents is exerting himself to run down 
the thief. 

The company is perfectly ata loss to know 
who this adventurous and accomplished 
swindler can be. All the officers can say is 
he is an adept at the express business. But

SKETCHES OF THE CANDIDATES. 


History of Some of the Men Named by the 
Wisconsin Republicans. 


Mruwavuxker, Wis., July 26.—[Special.]— 
Following are sketches of some of the men 
put in nomination by today’s convention: 


Maj. W. H. Upham was born at Westchester, 
Mass., May 3, 1841. He came to Wisconsin with 
his parents when a boy of 12. At the breaking 
outof the war Maj. Upham was a boy in his 
teens at Racine. He was among the first to en- 
rollin the Belle City Rifles, an organization 
made up of the youth of that city. At the battle 
of Bull Run he was severely wounded and car- 
ried off a prisonerof war to Richmond. His 
comrades thought him dead and so notified his 
parents at Racine. The Rev. Mr. Hutchins 
preached a funeral sermon at the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Racinein honor of the “ de- 
par youn soldier.” After a stay of 
eight months in Richmond Maj. Upham was pa- 
roiled. Lincoln sent him to West Point as a 
. The appointment was made in June, 
1862, and young Upham was graduated in 1866 
as Second Lieutenant and assigned to the Fifth 
United States Artillery. After leaving the army 
in 1869 Maj. Upham returned to Wisconsin and 
soon after entered the employ of the Slauson & 
Crimmer Lumber company of Kewaunee, re- 
maining with them about two years. In 1871 he 
removed to Shawano County and built, in com- 
pany with his brother Charies. a sawmill at An- 
gelica. In 18790 Marshfield was organized and

pham strongly and he located there. Maj. 
Upham served a term (1891) as Commander of 
the Department of the G. A. R. 

The candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, Judge 
Emil Baensch, was born in Manitowoc in 1857. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1882 and the 
same year was elected Justice of the Peace. He 
was elected City Clerk in 1885 and annually re 
elected without opposition until 1888, when he 
semenes to aceept the position of County Judge, 
to which he had been appointed by Gov. Rusk to 
filla vacancy. He held the office of County 
Judge for six years, having been reélected by the 
people of the county. 

Col. Henry Casson of Viroqua, the choice of the 
convention for Secretary of State,is a native of 
Pennsylvania and was brought West by his par- 
ents when he was 5 years of age, settling in IIli- 
nois. He received a partial. common school 
and thorough printing office education 
and has followed. the printing business 
with slight intervals since the age of 12. He set- 
tied in Wisconsin in 1873 and became editor of 
the Censor at Viroqua. May, 1885, he was a 
pointed prtvate secrétary to Gov. Jeremiah 
Rusk, which position he continued to hold 
through his adniinistration, also acting as Mili- 
tary Secretary with the rank of Colonel, and 
through that of his successor. Gov. William D. 
Hoard. At the expiration of Gov. Heard’s term 
Col. Casson was appointed private secretary to 
the Secretary of Agriculture, in which position 
he served for one year, when he was appointed 
chief clerk of the Department of Agriculture 
under Secretary Rusk, continuing in that posi- 
tion uotil March, 1893. Since the lst of August 
Mr. Casson has been acting as private secretary 
to Congressman Babcock of the Third District of 
Wisconsin. 

The candidate for State Treasurer, Sewell A. 
Peterson of Rice Lake, Barron County, wa rp 
in Norway in 1850. He came to Wisconsin in 
1864. He was educated in the common schools 
and received a substantial business education 
in a business college at La Crosse. Ip éarly lile 
he followed farming. He is now a merchant. 
He was Town Treasurer of Sand Creek in 1874- 
"75, Register of Deeds of Dunn County six years 
from 1876 until 1882, Alderman of Menomonie 
in 1886-'87, City Clerk of Rice Lake in 1888-’91. 
That year he. was elected City Treasurer and the 
year following Mayor of the city. He is popular 
with the Scandinavian element and will make an 
efficient State official. 

’. H. Mylrea of Wausau. the candidate for At- 
torney-General, is a native of Rochester, N. Y. 
He came to Wisconsin in 1856 and has practiced 
law since 1879, attaining an enviable reputation 
in his profession. In 1886 he was elected Dis- 
trict-Attorney of Marathon County, but declined 
ateélection in 1888. He is an effective speaker 
and is a popular man and his nomination adds 
strength to the ticket. 

J. }. Emery. the candidate for Superintendent 
of Public Instruction,has spent thirty years in 
edacational work. He isa native of Ohio and 
was born in 1843. He came to Wisconsin with 
his parents in 1846. The family sattled in Dane 
County. He is a self-made man who worked his 
way through school. He graduated from Albion 
Academy, Madison,in 1865, and at once began 
to teachin apublic school. In 1868 and 1869 
he was County Superintendent of Schools of 
Dane County. andin 1870 was elected to the 
same position in Wood County. He resigned in 
1878. to accept the principalship of the Fort At- 
kinson High School, which he held for fifteen 
years. and forthree years he was President of 
the River Falls Normal School. He retired from 
school work one year ago to recuperate, but will 
begin again after the November election. 

The candidate for Railroad Commissioner, 
Duncan J. McKenzie, was born July 4, 1848, in 
Glengarry County, Ont., of Scotch parents. At 
the age of 20 he came tothe United States, and 
in 1872 he located at Chippewa Falls, Wis. In 
1875 he came to Alma, Buffalo County, where he 
has lived ever since. He early began to take an 
active interest in ‘the politics of his adopted 
country, casting bis lot with the Republican 
party to whose standard he has remained true 
ever since. 

ln 1878 he was appointed Lumber Inspector 
for the Ninth District, and held that. office until 
1889. In 1891 he was elected Mayor of Alma 
by a large majority, and the same year he was 
appointed Postmaster at Alma. In 1892 he was 
elected to the State Assembly from the district 
composed of Buffalo and Pepin Counties, and 
made a popular and influential member. 

Dr. Fricke, the candidate for Insurance Com- 
missioner, was rn in New York of German 
parents in 1857, and brought by them to Wis- 
consin the same year, and here has been his 
home ever since. After receiving a thorough ed- 
ucation in the grammar und high schvols of Mil- 
waukee Dr. Fricke studied medicine ant! also de- 
voted some time to reading law. He has long 
been actively identified with fraternal insurance 
organizations and has made a thorough study of 
the principles of insurance. A number of the 
legisiative enactments of the last few years re- 
lating to insurance in this State were proposed 
by Dr. Fricke.

| PARTY IS NOW UNITED 


REPUBLIOANS OF IOWA REJOIOE AT 
DEFEATING THE RING. 


After Administering a Rebuke to Slate- 
Makers Old Committeemen Are Ke- 
elected and the Campaign Opens Au- 
spiciously = North Dakota Democrats 
Make Overtures for Fusion with the Pop- 
ulists=Gorman and Gibson Win=—Kock- 
ford Shorthairs Defeat Silkstockings. 


Des Morszs, Ia., July 26.—[Special,!— 
When the Republican State convention ad- 
journed last night there were something like 
700 delegates who congratulated each other 
on doing the neatest job of “slate smashing” 
on record. Nota man who was supposed to 
have even to the slightest degree the support 
of. thé “‘ State Central committee rig,” as it 
was called, got a position on the State ticket. 
Morrow for Treasurer, Carpenter for Attor- 
ney-General, Sackett for Railroad Commis- 
sioner, and Sessions for Clerk of the Supreme 
Court each went down under the cry of 


‘ smash the slate,” 

‘*Didn’t we do a good job of slate smash- 
ing yesterday?’ asked one of the delegates 
who remained in town today. ‘* Personally I 
regretted voting against some of the candi- 
dates, but it was in the air andI couldn't 
help it. Bill Morrow is one of the best men 
in the State of lowa and I came here expect- 
ing to vote for him, but—well, I didn’t do it.” 

‘* We came down here expecting to vote for 
Bob Sackett for Railroad Commissioner,” 
said a delegate from Calhoun County, * but 
when we got here Tuesday morning we heard 
there was aslate, and that Bob was on the 
slate, and, gee whiz, how we did bust the 


slate.” 

A Second District delegate, who was still 
hurrahing for Remley, said: “ You see, ‘the 
word got out that Jim Biythe was again Rem- 
ley, and, my, how the delegates just tumbled 
over each other to come to us.” 

How Morrow Was Left. 


A prominent delegate from Linn County 
gave some additional light on the combina- 
tion by which Morrow was defeated. Said 
he: 

The arrangement had been made just before 
the deciding ballot for Treasurer that on the next 
ballot the Fifth District should go solid for 
Davidson. [ was inthe aisle on the way to see 
some of the counties in the district and tell them 
what to do when the result of the ballot was an- 
nounced and I met Davidson. He had iosta few 
votes on that ballot but not many, bat he said to 
me, “the jig is up. I have_begun to lose. Turn 
all the votes you can to Herriott.’’ I did as he 
asked, and when the next baliot was begun Cedar 
County in our district gave Herriott a solid vote, 
and so ‘did Linn and the others. , 

Boone, Davidson’s home county, started the 
stampede on that ballot by going to Herriott, 
and the Fifth District followed as the dele- 
gate quoted above stated. Davidson’is the 
present Deputy State Treasurer and it is un- 
derstood that he will remain in his present 
position. But there is a story back of all this. 
During the closing days of the last session of 
the Legislature it began to be whispered that 
the *‘ Central Committee ring’”’ had made up 
a State ticket which was to be put through 
the convention. Chairman Biythe had been 
charged with being too officious in the cam- 

ign which resulted in the election of John 
fi Gear to the United States Senate, and at 
once the cry of “ ring’’ was started. Now, 
Jim Blythe, as Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral committee, had carried. on two of the 
most aggressive campaigns ever managed in 
lowa, in the first of which he prevented the 
Democrats from getting entire control of 
State affairs after they had secured the Gov- 
ernor, and in the second he accomplished the 
defeat of Gov. Boies and the election of Gov. 
Jackson. So the Republicans realized that 
he was far too vaiuable a man to lose, but as 
the head of an alleged “ring” it was de- 
termined that he should be given a dose of 
medicine. Then, too, the Central committee 
had of late undertaken to select a Permanent 
Chairman for the convention as weil as a 
Temporary Chairman. This, the delegates 
concluded, was trenching upon the rights of 
the convention, and so a resolution was 
adopted that hereafter the convention itaelf 
would attend to the selection of Permanent 
Chairman without recommendation from the 
comnn ittee, 

That was the condition of affairs in the 
convention yesterday when the roil-call be- 
gan for the nomination of officers. The can- 
didates were all first-class men. But it was 
declared that the smell of the “ rmg” had 
been discovered on their garments and they 
went down. When the convention was over 
and the ** slate ’’ was effectually smashed. the 
Repubiicans declared that Jim Blythe and the 
“ring ’’ had been chastized sufficiently, and 
at a meeting of the Central committee held 
late last night Mr. Biythe was reélected 
Chairman without opposition. The old offi- 
cers, L. C. Meecham, Vies-Ubetrnias: and N., 
E. Kendall, Secretary, were also reélected. 
The convention reélected about all the retir- 
ing members of the committee, 

Republican Party United. 

The Republican party of lowa, after destroy- 
ing what a majority of its representatives 
believed was a slate by way of notive that it 
did not favor rings, is thoroughly united and 
willgo into the campaign witn the same 
strong political leaders at headquarters that 
gained the victory last fall. It is predicted 
already that the Republican ticket will have 
40,000 plurality, even though the Populists 
should fuse at next Wednesday’s conventions. 
In fact, so little interest is manifested in. the 

rsonnel of the Demecratic ticket by the 

emocrats themselves that up to this time, 
within a week of the State convention of that 
party, not a candidate has been referred to for 
any position on their ticket.

VICTORY FOR ROCK FORD SHORTAAIRS 


Democratic Factions Have a Fierce and 
Decisive Fight.

‘HUSH FEES FOR POPS. 
EXTENSIVE PLAOKMAIL O#ARGED 
AGAINST KANSAS OFFIOIALS 


Quo Warranto Proceedings Begun to Oust 
the Chief of Police and a Captain at 
Topeka=Saloonkeepers Charge That 
They Have Been Paying Money to the 
People’s|[Party for Immunity from 
Prosecution=State Commissioner Is In- 
volved=Searching Investigation BRegun. 


Topeka, Kas. July 26,—[Special. |— 
County- Attorney H. C. Safford this afternoon 
instituted quo warranto proceedings in the 
District Court to remove Chief of Police 
Heury C. Lindsey and Police Captain Peter 
N. Gish from office: The charges are that 
Lindsey and Gish have extorted money from 
keepers of joints where liquor is sold in vio- 
lation of the prohibition law on the pretext 
that it was for the campaign fund of the Peo- 
ple’s party. 

For several months joints have been run in 
large numbers in Topeka under the guise of 
clubs, and the police seldom have caused the ar- 
rest of their proprietors. It has been generally 
understood that they have been conducted 
under the protection of the police, but it has 
been difficult to get evidence to prove it, 

Today, however, John H. McWilliams, the 
proprietor of a joint, appeared before the 
County Attorney and in an .affidavit swore he 
had paid money to both Lindsey and Gish and 
that he had lent the key to his establishment 
to the policeman on that beat that he might 
supply himself with all the beer he desired 
after it had closed for the night. He said he 
had been willing to pay liberally for protec. 
tion, but the calls made on him were so fre- 
quent he could not realize enough from the 
profits of his business to meet them and he 
was cowpelled to go out of business to avoid. 
arrest. 

Other joints have also signified a willingness 
to corroborate the testimony of McWilliams. 
Another joint keeper this afternoon made an 
affidavit that he had paid money to L. T. 
Yount, one of the members of the Board of 
Police Commissioners sppnet by the Gov- 
ernor, for protection and proceedings will be 
instituted against him tomorrow. 

For some time it has been reported that the 
violators of the prohibition laW have been 
contributing to the Populist campaign fund 
in all cities of the first class and in some of 
them where gambling houses are permitted 
to run the sums collected are very large. 
In Kansas City, Kas., it is alleged the lottery 
company men pay $5,000 per month for pro- 
tection from the State.

: Raid That Became a Precedent. 

Nearly a yeat ago the Populists decided to 
makea test of the prohibition law as related 
to gentlemen’s clu One.night they made 
a raid on the Topeka club and drrested a 
number of leading citizens,. taking them to 
the police station in the patrol wagon. They 
were released on bonds, but in their trial it 
was shown they were not guilty of violating 
the law, as there were no sales of liquor made 
on the premises, each member purchasing his 
own supplies outside the State. 

Suits against the — and their bondsmen 
were instituted by those arrested, aggregating 
over $50,000 damages, and they are sti 
pending. When the Topeka club men were 
discharged by the court the Chief of Police 
publicly declared that a law that would pro- 
tect the rich applied as well to the r, and 
that poor men’s clubs would not be interfered 
with, The result was that so-called clubs 
were started all over the city. None of them 
required that its patrons should be members, 
but sold tickets entitling all who wished them 
to a certain number of glasses of beer. 

Police Had to Be Seen. 

The police ugdertook the regulation of these 
clubs and certain favored ones were given 
special privileges. It soon developed that no 
one could start a club without first perfecting 
arrangements with the police, and just prior 
to the Populist State convention when the 
State Central committee was in need of funds 
they were run more openly. 

Some of the keepers whose places were 
closed gave it out that they were not allowed 
to run because they would not contribute to 
the campaign fund of the Populistsa, but until 
today none of them would consent to make 
complaint, although several were urged to do 
so. McWilliams’ place wasin a back street, 
in a remote part of town, and its patronage 
was not sufficient to make it possibie for the 

roprietor to meet the payments dem 
He repeatedly requested a reduction of the as- 
sessment levied on him, but as this was de- 
nied him and repeated calls were made he

impatience the expira-|_ 
tion of his term of office. 
The one resolution is the perfunctory ex- 
pression of politicians who hud received of- 
fices and favors from Altgeld for themselves 
or their friends; the other is the expression of 
men who owe that demagogue nothing but 
disgust, and who have voiced the feelings of 
the vast majority of the people of Lilinois and 
of the whole country. The one resolution is 
an involuatary tribute extorted from those 
who in reality are disgusted with him and 
have to conceal their disgust for the sake of 
the party; the other expresses the hearty con- 
tempt of those who are disgusted with him 
and do-not have to conceal it. The one ex- 


presses the enforced sentiment of a-handful 


of politicians bought for that purpose; the 


other expresses the sentiment of all law and 
order persons in tho State and in the country, 
and, it may be added, aerenpeahre of party. 
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EX-GOV. FIFER’S SPEECH. 

The able, clean-cut speech of Ald. Mann, 
Temporary Chairman of the Republican State 
convention. was followed by an equally in- 
cisive and aggressive one made by its Perma. 
nent Chairman, ex-Gov. Fifer. Two beiter 
speeches have nut been heard at a Republican 
convention in Illinois. The ex-Governor 
sounded as the key-note of his speech the na- 
tional unionism of the Republican party, al- 
ways asserted by that party, and recently 
recognized by a Democratic President. It 
was aptly introduced by the speaker in the 
words: ‘We belong to a party ot broad na- 
** tional conceptions, a party which has written 
**the words ‘National Union’ in such large 
“and resplendent capitals across the Ameri- 
“can flag that they can now almost be seen 
“looking from the steps of the Governor's 
‘*mansion in Springfield clear to the great 
“City of Chicago.” The legend has been read 
reluctantly by Altgeld at one end of the line 
and Hopkins at the other, and the Democratic 
ex-Dictator Debs is now ina position where 
he feels its significance. 

The ex-Governor aptly defined the meaning 
and scope of a Republican convention as 
* fair deliberation towards a common pur- 
pose and wise conference to secure salutary 
ends.”’” ‘The Republicans of Illinois have no 
Tammany, either complete or in process af 
organization, to take the responsibility of 
party action off their hands, Republican 
conventions havea higher function than to 
register decrees formulated in a closet by 
party bosses for their blind acceptance,” and 
in this connection the ex-Governor again 
sounded the key-note of his address when he 
declared that the principles of the party em- 
braced ‘the national welfare and the victory of 
the party would be in the interests of the prus- 
perity of the whole country. In this matter 
of the country’s prosperity the ex-Governor 
drew a graphic picture of the business condi- 
tions under Republican and Democratic con- 
trol, introducing it with the neat antithesis: 
* In 1892 the Democrats declared with that 
* pithy rhetoric they so readily employ that 
“* protection had never foster t industry 
* except that of the Sheriff. The Nation has 
“ now learned that the Democratic suprem- 
* acy, which was obtained under that plat- 

form, greatly fogters one other impurtant 
* American industry, that of the militia.” 

The most piquant portion of the ex-Govern- 
or’s speech is that in which he pays~ his. re- 
spects to Trimmer MacVeagh, who, having 
helped— 

As a Republican tostone the prophcts of trne 
economic science, itis certainly proper that Mr. 
MacVeagh shall now go over and join the Dem- 
ocratic Sanitary Commission and distribute ban- 
dages and salve. His is the- usual mugwump 
proposal to take advantage of his own Repub- 
lican wrong for the purpose of gaining high 
Democratic offiee. Aud he goes abont it with all 
the self-satisfied egotism of mugwumpery. He 
coolly and contemptuously says to the veteran 
Democrats of a hundred battles: ‘There has 
been nobody over here to look after this matter; 
the whole case has gone by default up to this 
time; but now I have come and the killing will 
begin.” My information about Mr. MacVeagh is 
that he isa gentleman of wide scholarship and 
elegant manners who thinks well of his legs 
[laughter], but he will pass the Atlantic Ocean 
through his pipestem long before he will per- 
suade the people of Lilinois to open up the judg- 
ment which I can tell him has already gone ir- 


revocably against the Democratic party as to the 
cause of our business distress, 


The nomination of MacVeagh for the Sen. 
atorship also provoked a fine touch of the 
ex-Governor’s sarcasm. The Jeffersonian 
wheel-horses have been turned out to the 
pasture of dry stubble. “Like Cardinal 
* Wolsey, cast off and stripped of power, the 
“venerable Jacksonian reminiscence now 
* knocks on the outer gate of the Democratic 
“‘ hospital and begs ‘a little earth for charity.’ 
“ The highest figure in the Democratic price 
“current is now freely offered to Repub- 
“lican apostasy. To the soured and dis. 
“ gruntied Republican there always remains 
“* one dismal and awful resource. He can go 
** over to the Democrats and be nominated 
“for high office on the firat ballot. The 
* good old Methodist rule of six months’ pro- 
“ bation is no longer observed in that party.”’ 

The ex-Governor closed his stirring address 
with an exposition of the incapacity, the 
criminal blundering, and demagogy of the 
p Pannen party, ‘the tragedy of horrors 


‘should be held in his church.

which has followed the comedy of errors,’ 
and in a pungent sentence characterized— 
The spirit which makes for mammon in —— 
the spirit which dallies along the edge of 
abyss during political: campaigns, the berry 
words and rallying cries on which riots are or- 
ganized and property and lives are destroyed 
after the pele nes over, It is the spirit which 
foments social disturbances for party gain, which 
conjures up the evil genii of disorder that will 
not again down; and which in the secret hours 
of night posts up inflammatpry placards to in- 
cense ignorance against law; and all for dishon- 


est party advantage. 
It will be inevitable that the reader of the 


ex-Governor’s speech will draw a contrast he- 
tween honest Private Joe Fifer and the Gov- 
ernor who has succeeded him—the rich dem- 
agogue who lacks every instinct of orderly 
government, who knows not the meaning of 
the words “* National Union,’ who sympathizes 
with Anarchy and the forcesof disorder, who 
has been the friend and pardoner of cri minais, 
who has been insolent to the courts and to the 
National Government, who has scandalized 
the park boards and institutions of the State 
by packing them with his partisan tools, and 
who, in the languag$é of the conveation’s plat- 
form, **has shown such wonderful aptitude in 
“doing the wrong thing at all times that the 
* people of the State, irrespeetive of party, 
‘‘await with undisguised impatience the ex- 
" piration | of aoe term of office.”

FOOD MUST BE ‘WORKED FOR, 

The strikers at Kensington got small com- 
fort out of their ca!l on the Rev. Mr. Linde- 
blad, pastor of the Swedish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church at Pullman, when they tried 
to induce him to consent that a strike meeting 
The gentleman 
had been reading the third chapter of Paul's 
second epistle to the Thessalonians, and found 
in verses 10 and 11 the following pertinent 
remarks: 

‘‘For even when we were with you this we 
‘“‘commanded you, if avy will not work, 

‘neither let him eat. For we hear of some 
‘*that walk ainong you disorderly, that work 
** not at all, but are busybodies.” »* 

So it seems that in the days of the apostles 
there were idlers, as today, and like those of 
our own times they strove to make mischief. 
Their efforts were directed towards the stir- 
ring up of strife ‘and dissatisfaction among 
the workers. These fellows, whose conduct 
was severely reprobated by St. Paul, were the 
‘* walking delegates”’ of their day, the profes- 
sional agitators, who sought to make a living 
out of the toilers by inducing them to be dis- 
contented “and to find fault with thote who 
were over them in the church. St. Paul did 
not deem these fellows worthy of their keep, 
On the contrary, he held that they had 
no right to eat bread if they did not 
earn it and he well could afford to 
preach this doctrine without running the 
risk of bemg brought to book for not taking 
his own physic. Paul wasa manual workeras 
well as a preacher. He wasa tent-maker, and 
at that humble occupation he ea#tned a living 
for himself while preaching the new gospel to 
the Gentiles. He was no “ walking delegate,”’ 
taking for his own gain a_ percentage of the 
wages of those who listened to his teachings 
in those days. It is no wonder that a man 
setting such a good example should manifest 
displeasure at those who had not his call to 
the apostleship, but wanted to make more out 
of the ministry than he did, men who took 
up the role of disturbers for the sake of the 
loaves and fishes, “‘busybodies’’ whose only 
hope of prominence lay in the stirring up of 
opposition both to the law ana the gospel, agi- 
tators whose impudence and assurance were 
directly proportional to their ignorance of 
the subjects about which they presumed to 
talk, 

Probably the Rev. Mr. Lindeblad is not far 
wrong in the statement that 1f Paul should ap- 
pear before a crowd of these strikers at Ken- 
sington now and utter such words they would 
egg or-hang him. But if they should hang a 
chousand men that act would not remove the 
seal from off the bond of the natural law ex- 
pounded by Paulin the simple ntence: 

If any will not work, neither let him eat. 

The rule laid down in this line may have 
seemed hard to the fellows against whom it 
was directed, but nobody else would be likely 
to find fault with it. For it is true of a peo- 
ple that if they do not work they cannot ob- 
tain their keep otherwise than by farcibly 
taking it from those who have earned the 
right to it. Equally is it true of the individ. 
ual who not having food is unwilling to work 
for it when he has the opportunity to do so, 
but wants his fellows to support him in idle- 
ness while they toil, that he wishes to act the 
part of a leech on the community and would 
be a robber if he had the courage to become 
one. 

One of this kind of leeches has called Mr. 
Lindebiad a ‘*“‘scab minister,’’ and advised 
that he be boycotted. Things are coming to 
a pretty pass when in a land of liberty a 
preacher and a toiler are rated by a “‘ walking 
delegate”’ as having no right to live when 
one of them preaches the gosjl and the other 

,dares to earn bread for himself and family 
without asking and obtaining permission from 
the self-constituted dictator whose only work 
is done with his mouth, and bad work at that. 
It is weil to know that they cannot terrorize 
the preacher, though many members of his 
congregation are said to be in such mortal 
fear of the walking delegates that they dare 
not go back to work while wanting to return. 
Surely it should be about tinie to call down 
these ‘ waiking delegates’’ and let them 
know they have come to the wrong country, 
that their methods best befit thosaaof an 
oriental cupeiem, not ** the land of thé free,”’ 
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IS MACVEAGH FOR " « CHEAP ” SILVER? 

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh, the Democratic 
Senatorial candidate, has been to Washington 
for the purpose of meeting the Democratic 
Congressmen from this State, letting them 
see what sort of a man he is, and getting their 
help for the approaching campaign. It is 
stated that they were much pleased with his 
mannersand his sentiments, Some of the 
granger members approached him with fear, 
having suspicions that he was a haughty aris- 
tocrat, “ but his pleasant greeting and genial 
manners put them at their ease at once.” 
Perhaps he asked them to take a drink. The 
verdict of Egypt, which may surprise the 
Lake Shore drive, is that Mr. MacVeagh is 
* pretty slick.”’ 

The Congressmen were pleased with ‘his 
views also. But with one exception ‘they do 
not state what he told them about his views, 
except as regards the tariff. They all agree 
that he is most sound on that question. His 
avowed determination to wipe out protection 
as speedily as possible meets with their ap- 
proval, The exception is Congressman Fith- 
ian. Hesays of Mr. MacVeagh: “He is a 
tariff reformer, an income taxer, and is sound 
on the money question.” Fithian’s sound- 
ness on that question is rottenness in honest 
men’seyes. He voted against the stoppage 
of silver purchases, He voted for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, which 
would knock gold out of circulation and iet 
silver down to 49 cents on th® dollar. He is 
for ** cheap ”’ silver money now as he was last 
year. And yet this rotten money M. C. 
says Mr. MaeVeagh is “sound on the 
money question’’! Did he misunderstand the 
Senatorial candidate or. was he deceived 
by him? Or is the .candidate really in favor 
of a debased currency in order to gain Egyp- 
tian votes to enable him to get into the Sen- 
ate?

ERWIN’S RIDICULOUS COCK AND BULL 
STORY. 

In his speech before Judge Woods Wednes- 
day Mr. Erwin, one of the Debs lawyers, 
said that when the American Railway Union 
held its convention here in June the members 
and unions of the Pullman Palace Cat com- 
pany gave an account of their grievances and 
they also stated a “remarkable fact”? which 
the lawyer said would form a part of the de- 
fense in the Debs case. According to Mr. 
Erwin— ’ 


They stated they were not only refused all re- 
dress at the hands of the Pullman Palace Car 
company and refused arbitration, and were rem- 
edyiess under the statute of the United States or 
of the State of Illinois, but they further stated 
all the railroads named in this bill had some 
time in the winter of 1804 met together and had 
banded themselves into a conspiracy or a com- 
bination for the purpose of sustaining Mr. Pull- 
man in his illegal, inhuman, and indefensible 
acts, Therefore, when the American Railway 
Union telegraphed these facts home to the sep- 
arate unions the separate unions made reply that 
if these railroad companies were in fact engaged 
in an illegal conspiracy and confederation to sus- 
tain Mr. Pullman then they, upon‘ the respective 
roads, would refuse to work for the’ roads»that 
were part and parcel of that conspiracy against 
the workmen at Pullman. 

In reply to this asserton that there was 
what Titus Oates would have called “a 
hellish plot,’”’ which justified the defendants 
boycotting and mobbing the railroads, Judge 
Woods said: 

If there is any testimony offered to establish 
this fact, I think I will hear some of this as a mat- 
ter of curiosity, and for the purpose of having a 
public disclosure of any such conspiracy as you 
speak of, If there has been any such conspiracy 
the public prosecutor ought to start against 
every one of these railroad companies to forfeit 
their charters, or in some other drastic way ad- 
minister punishments that would be a perpetual 
example as long as the histor of the transaction 
would be preserved. But one wrong does not 
justify another, and so far as its having any rele- 
vancy to this case is concerned I am absolutely 
clear that it has none. But at the same time if 
you will manage to have some of your testimony 
in brief ee) comprehensive shape I will allow 
you to introduce it, and I will not allow the other 
side to contradict it, but I will allow you the 
benefit of the exposure to the public. 


Last winter the Pullman employés were at 
work and they were not then members of the 
American Railway, Union. It is true that 
they were then receiving the low wages of 
Democratic hard times and not the high pay 
of protection prosperity. Nevertheless, unless 
Pullman was able to read the future, he could 
not have told that his men would strike in 
May and would join the Debs ‘“‘ American 
Railway Union,” and that Debs would per- 
suade it to make waronhim. And unless the 
managers of the railroads centering in Chi- 
cago had prophetic souls they wouid not have 
got up a conspiracy last winter to uphold Mr 
Pullman ina refusal to grant a demand for 
arbitration which was not made by his men 
until May. 

The allegation of Mr. Erwinis preposterous 
on its face. The railroads had ne idea—not 
the faintest idea last winter—that the Pullman 
strike was going to happen till it did. And 
when it first broke out it never occurred to 
them that they would be dragged into it. They 
were not “ spoiling for a fight”’ at that time 
with anybody. Puiliman did not ask for their 
help ** to crush the American Railway Union”’ 
and would not havegot it if he had. 

The first intimation these railroads had that 
they were to be drawn into the Pullman dis- 
pute with his men was when it was proposed 
at the meeting of the American Railway 
Union that the 2,000 Pullman sleepers on 
the American roads be boycotted. This was 
followed speedily by a ‘‘ demand” on the 
roads that they stop running the 2.000 Pull- 
man cars, thus forcing a hundred thousand 
people to sit up every might when traveling. 
All the roads refused to be thus bulldozed. 
Some of them were part. owners of the Pull. 
man cars which they ran and others were 
bound by contracts to run them. If this re 
fusal was a “‘ conspiracy’ to suatain Pull- 
man then the roads conspired. \But the trav- 
eling public will be of the opinion that that 
**conspiracy’”’ was for their benefit, rather 
than that of Pullman. 

The roads having refused to obey \ Debs’ 
edict an umprovoked war was declared on 
them. Their men were ordered out. Then 
trains were derailed and burned and count- 
less other outrages perpetrated. An attempt 
is now made to justify the outrages by a ri- 
diculous roorback about a “conspiracy” to 
sustain Pullman in “ illegal, inhuman, and 
indefensible acts,’’ which was not to be com- 
mitted for months before the Pullman strike. 
This is too evidently an afterthought. When 
the boycott idea was conceived by Debs this 
alleged “conspiracy” was unthought of. 
Debs and his bandits thought they needed no 
excuse for making war on the roads and the 
commerce of the country. They supposed 
the roads would knuckle under and surrender 
on demand and that there never would be any 
trouble or court investigation. They see their 
huge mistake now and hence the concoction 
of this weak, silly story that the railroads and 
not they were the conspirers and aggressors! 


THE GRAIN ELEVATOR CONTROVERSY. 

The directors of the Chicago Board of Trade 
have essayed to cut the Gordian knot that has 
been supposed to fasten the ends of the cord 
binding together the grain elevators. They 
nine of the houses, 
having a total capacity of about ten million 
bushels, or one-third of the storage room 
which was ‘“‘regular”’ under the rules of the 
board up to the close of.last month. It yet 
has to be determined if the elevator propri- 
etors will hold together under the new ar- 
rangement, but there seems to be little doubt 
that the favored ones will continue to buy 
and sell grain on their own account pretty 
much as they did before the board protested 
against that action by firms who are made 
custodians of grain owned by other people. 
Of course those which are excepted from the 
new list will continue to transact all the busi- 
ness they can; both in buying grain from 
owners in the country and in selling for ship- 
ment farther East and for export. If there 
be no mistake in regard to the expectation 
noted the board will have gained ‘little or 
nothing by the movement. unless possibly in 
one direction.. It is hinted that the list of ele- 
vators “left out mm the cold”’ includes some 
the conduct of which in the mixizg and sort- 


ing of. grain has been most found fault with. 


The difference between the standing of the 
two classes of elevators is not well under- 
stood by some partiesin the trade, to say 
nothing of the world outside. It is to be pre- 
sumed that members of the board-will not be 
interfered with in buying or selling grain in 
the houses which are not regular, but simply 
that under the rules any member may object 
to receiving new receipts for grain in any of 
those houses in satisfaction of contracts to 
deliver regular grain. As all speculative con- 
tracts are included in this designation the 
buying and selling of No. 2 grain for future 
delivery may be limited to what is in store in 
the regular elevators, and to that in store in 
the others previous to the close of last 
month. This not because of any rule for- 
bidding a buyer to accept other grain, but for 


| 


the reason that the party receiving that other 
grain could not compel its acceptance by the | 
man to whom he had sold. It would seem 
that this preference may be the means of es- 
tablishing a premium on the limited quantity 
of reguiar grain, because of its availability 
for uses not open to the other, and for aught 
anybody can tell to the contrary that pre- 
mium may be wide enough to make the. pres- 
ent outsiders feel it to their interest to make 
propositions for a restoration of the entente 
eordiale, There now are signs of the esthb- 
lishment of such a premium, and perbaps 
this is one of the eventualities counted on by 
the directors, but it yet is too early te say 
what the outcome will be. 

It yet may become a question whether the 
board can without 1oss of dignity continue to 
recognize the excepted elevators in making 
its weekly statements of visible supply, but 
doubtless it will Keep on daing that, as other- 
wise the statements would be valueless for 
éomparison with stocks at the same dates last 
year, and the trade soon would look to étate- 
ments compiled elsewhere. Again, it may be 
asked why the board should take account of 
the grain in 20 million bushels of capacity 
recently become “‘ private,” and omit to take 
note of what is in nearly half as much capac- 
ity that has been private for years past. . Nev- 
ertheless, if the new arrangement is found to 
work well in practice it is not probable the 
board will much disquiet itself about matters 
that are merely theoretical.

WELL DONE, NATIONAL GUARD. 
The regulars struck camp and departed 
some days ago. Yestetday the Third Brigade 
of State guards left for home. Others will 


follow gradually, and what is left of Debs’ 


**peaceful strike’’ will be looked after by 
deputies and police, unless violence should be 
resumed, when the troops will return in short 
order and make short work of rioters. It is 
intimated that the First and Second Regi- 
ments may be kept onduty a short time . 
longer, the First at Pullman and the Second 
in the vicinity of the Stock-Yards. Both 
these regiments have done splendid service. 
The First is largely made up of clerks and 
young business-men, who have left their em- 
ployment and performed military duty with- 
outa word of complaint, though it has in- 
volved serious personal expense and sacrifice, 
It cannot be true as is alleged in some quar- 
ters that any of them have been discharged 
from their situations on this account. If it 
be so the names of those who have thus acted 
should be held up to public scorn. The regi- 
ment has earned for itself! the gratitude and 
pride of the whole community by its soldier- 
ly bearing and the faithful, uncomplaining 
manner in which the boys have done their duty 
under serious obstacles and provocations. The 
, First has always given a good account of it- 
self, and it has now earned new laurels during 
its stay in Pullman and vicinity. Every word 
of this praise is due also to the Second Regi- 
ment, which is made up of stalwart, patriotic 
citizens, who have had to leave their work, 
but have not uttered a word of com- 
plaint. They are of the stuff of which real 
soldiers are made. The Seventh is composed 
mainly of young Irishmen, and they have per- 
formed all that was expected of them with 
true gallantry dnd fidelity to duty. All the 
boys from Chicago have done well and earned 
the praise and commendation of the city. 

The country soldiers are the equals of the 
city soldiers if all these respects. The Na- 
tional Guards have done their work ina man- 
per which compares favorably with the regu- 
ars, though they have.,had more trying duty 
to perform in some cases. They have com- 
ported themselves with a patience, fidelity, 
watchfulness, and mercifulness that are re- 
markable when it is remembered that the 
troops were dealmg with ugly, inflamed, 
desperate mobs of thousands which jeered, 
hooted, and abused the soldiers on every 
possible occasion. Still under every provoca- 
tion, even to stone-throwing in some cases, 
they kept their tempers and performed their 
duty and with scarcely a case of lapse from the 
strict discipline of the camp. They were 
severely tried and they were not found want- 
ing. All Chicago says well done good and 
faithful soldiers, and will be proud of its 
military. They have performed invaluabie 
service. They have earned not only the 
thanks of the city, but of the State, and they 
have earned the right to better and more gen- 
erous treatment in the future than stingy, 
short-sighted Legislatures have accorded them 
in the past. 


DENOUNCING THE TRUST SENATORS. 

At the convention of the Democrats of Ben- 
ton County, Ia,, held day before yesterday, a 
resolution was adopted “heartily indorsing 
the Wilson bill’? and condemning the action 
of ‘Democratic Senators who are ‘“ compro- 
mising Democratic principles.”’ 

The Democrats of Valparaiso, Ind., held a 
mass-meeting the same day and adopted reso- 
lutions ‘denouncing the action of Senators 
Gorman, Brice, Smith, and others”’ to defeat 
the Wilson bill, and **commending with the 
highest admiration the actions of our worthy 
President in his efforts to secure the passage 
of the Wilson bill,” ond ‘*admonishing aad 
House to sustain him.” 

The Jeffersonian club of Newark, N. J., of 
which Senator Smith is a member, says that 
the sentiments expressed in President Cleve- 
land’s Wilson letter ‘‘ merit the warm ap- 


proval of all those having at mainte oan: 
trines of true tariff reform,” and it calls on 


New Jersey Senators and Representatives “ to 
give all their efforts to the carrying out of the 
recommendations of President Cleveland.”’ 
This is rough on Senator Smith, who has 
denounced that letter. It is evident that if 
Clevelund will stand firm he will be backed 
up by the great bulk of the Democracy for 
‘*tariff reform.’’ No Democratic conventions 
anywhere have met and indorsed the action of 
Senators Gorman, Smith, Brice, and their 
allies, for the reason that all free trade Demo- 
crats look on those Senators as false to Dem- 
ocratic free trade principles and their national 
platform. _ 


TO SOLVE THE SILVER QUESTION. 

The Wisconsin Republican convention teok 
strong ground in favor of honest, fuil-worth 
money. The money plank in its platform is 
short but to the point. It reads as follows: 

The Republican party is in favor of honest 
money. We are unalterably opposed to any 
scheme that will give to this country a debased 
or a depreciated currency. We favor the use of 
silver as a currency to the extent only that it can 
be circulated on a parity with gold,

GOVERNMENT OWKERSHIP OF RAIL- 


Many of Tue Trisunez country exchanges 
come with marked articles which indicate a 
more o# fess decided leaning towards govern- 
ment ownership of the railroads. Some of 
them take the position that such ownership is 
the onlf way in which we can avoid far greater 
evils yn ratlroad strikes than have been 
suffered. ‘uptodate. They do not seem tu 
have cynsidered the counter-danger of cor- 
ruption: vast expense, and ultimate bankrupt- 
cy arisi/ig from the control of patronagé for 
a million or more of situations ana the cater- 
ing to nearly that number of votes. They 
have no dye to the extravagance which such a 
system woufd foster, the favoritism that could 
be practized under it, or the despotic power 


which it night place ia the hands of unprinci-— 


pled mdm 

We now have government control of the 
railroads to a certain extent under the opera- 
tion of the inter-State commerce law, and it 
could b6 carried a great deal farther constitu- 
tionally with judicious amendment of that 
measur It would be infinitely better for the 


governtHent to lay down rules for control of 


the railfpads as common carriers than to at- 
tempt to own and operate them. Already it 
insists tat the lines shall charge no niore 
than a: “reasonable compensation, and that 
every nan is entitled to his day in court to. 
prove that hehas been overcharged. Prob- 
ably it ¢juld lay down useful rules as to the 
employtient of labor and the settlement of 
labor dijjputes, and also for making the car- 
rying c¢yporations responsible for injuries re- 
ceived UY persons while in their employ, this 
in conniction with a pension fund, such as 
has beets suggested by Tae Trrpunz. for their 
worn-out and faithful employés. | 
What "yood could the government accom- 
plish bf: railroad ownership ‘hat it cannot 
effect bj‘ additional inter-State commerce leg- 
islation!. Could it fix rates of freight and 
passeng pr transportation? It can do that un- 
der its gonstitutional powers. Could it pun- 
ish offi¢ials for making unjust discrimina- 
tions bitween persons, places, or lines of 
business, or for other abuses of their powers? 
It can de.that to a great extent now, and 
could de so tully under an amended law. 
Could it then compensate employés for in- 
juries sistained in the discharge of their du- 
ties? Not more than under its regulating 
powers, “unless by drawing on the public. 
Treasury; and if it should undertake todo 
this, with the granting of pensions to worn- 
out employés, it would be necessary to tax the 
people directly for it or to raise the rates of 
fare and freight on the lines, neither of which 
would Benefit the public more than if the 
railroad, corporations attended to these things 
each fof itself. The government now can in- 
vite the@ailroads to act in some directions in 
a way they cannot decline, and compel them 
in othegs to the accomplishment of every 


practically good result that could be attained . 


by naticnal ownership. And it would avoid 
the tremendous responsibility that must be 
incurred by purchasing the lines and attempt- 
ing to run them at a profit or to avoid a loss. 
Consider the probable result of paying 
eight'or nine billions of dollars for the rail- 
road properties, and the inevitable assump- 
tion of the telegraph and telephone lines, 
which would be demanded if it took hold of 
the railroads. At present rates and amount of 
business the returns would not pay interest on 
the purehase money. The corruption inci- 
dent to having more than a million men on 
the pay-folls and the playing of political par- 
ties against each other for their votes would 
be accompanied by all kinds of extravagance

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“New Blood” is certainly a popular suc- 
cess. The fairly large audience at McVicker’s 
last night stamped it,with approval, although 
enthusiasm spent itself too lavishly after the 
second act, when discretion would have waited 
until the piece was three-fourths over, The piece 
js in four acts and isa marvel of condensation, 
considering the number of personages employed 
—too many, one thinks, to illustrate the story 
and afford opportunities for great acting. ‘* New 
Blood” is a comedy of the order of * The Hen- 
rietta,” but the shadows in it are stronger than 
the lights; besides, the public is puzzled, being 
slightly distracted by the quickly alternating ap- 
peals to its laughter and its serious consideration. 
Mr. Thomas cannot be charged with writing 
“New Blood ’for an-occasion, because it was

in its struggle against capital the audience took 
the piece last night more seriously than 
eten a tragi-comedy should be taken. 
At the end of the second act the audience became 
so intensely wrapped up in the trenchant and 
brilliant dialogue between the representatives of 
labor and capital that when the young hero de- 
clared hissympathies to be with the men who 
fonght against trusts the andience, for. 
getting it was listening to a.comedy, the 
prime object of which is to amuse, 
broke into salvos of applause, calling the per- 
formers repeatedly before the curtain, and then 
demanding the author in the most peremptory 
manner. Mr.Thomas had to bow from a box; 
then to bow again, but he would not make a 

- He himself knew the danger of an out- 
burst of enthusiasm at an inopportune point in 
the action, but there was no help for it. The hate 
strike was more to blame for it than was the 
author. The audience exhausted itself applaud- 
ing the moral sentiments of the hero, and was 
not in touch with the quieter scenes that were to 
come. The climax of the third act was strongly 
impressive, but alas! it dealt with the fortunes 
ef individuals, not with the interests 
of the mass of the people; and 
therefore. at the crucial moment, 
when the curtain fell on the solemn tabjeau of 
the third act, the applause, though abmnndant, 
was cold compared with the whirlwind! at the 
end of the second. If the demonstration{ could 
be changed and that of the second act could hap- 
pen after the third “New Blood” 
would be a great popular success. 
As it was its many merits redeemed 
the calamity of the misplaced outburst. But it 
is dangerous for dramatic art to handle a living, 
burning question like that of labor. One recog- 
nizes the bravery of Mr. Thomas, his outspoken 
sincerity, his eloquence, but art is a 
jealous mistress ahd she detests di- 
dacticism, however skillfully subordinated to 
an esthetic end. The comedy which was 
genuine and winning throughout the three acts 
broke out and irradiates the fourth, yet the suc- 
cess of the comedy was clouded by the lowering 
of the labor thunder cloud. 

The feur-acts are played in unusually hand- 
some intericrs of rich metropolitan houses. Con- 
ventional stiffness is banished from the furnish- 
ings. In the first act one sees the drawing- 
room of the typical wealthy American. 
His second wife is what may be called a biond- 
ine. That characterizes her. But later in the 
play her stepson, the hero, makes a mistake in 
calling her a “ wicked painted woman.'’ The 
audience knows this, but it is not for him to 
mention it. Then in the first act is the 
fashionable clergyman, whom Thackeray 
called Honeymat ; Bronson Howard 
called him something else in “ The Henrietta,” 
and now Mr. Thomas, who handles him with 
clever cynicism, calls him the Rev. Ferguson 
Clarke. Later in the play Mr. Thomas presents 
this clergyman’s moral antithesis in an elderly 
clergyman played by the venerable Mr. Couldock. 
The slight clash between the two ministers in 
the tableau of the third act jars slightly on one’s 
feelings, and it is not in the best taste. 

There-is no shadow of the labor question in 
Act 1., and that act is a model of crispness and 
clearness. The coming business troubles are 
just hinted ; the audience is informed of the situ- 
ation; the deck is cleared for action. But, as 
already stated; the climax comes too quickly. If 
the piece could remain in the domestic vein, in 
which the author is so happy, it was already an 
assured hit. in comes Maurice Barrymore as the 
Chicago millionaire, ERarstow Adams, and is 
greeted with warmer applause than. falls to any 


of his associates, with perhaps the exception of 
the aged Couldock. Here.again one must point 


out what one thinks is a mistake. Mr. Thomas 
has made for Barrymore a chatacter like Barry- 
more—what the manly actor would be if 
he happened to be,.a Chicago millionaire. 
In doing this Mr. Thomas wronged the actor, 
wronged himself, and wronged the play. Mr. 
Barrymore's personality is appreciated by his 
many friends, but it is not like that of any possi- 
Another thing—and 
one is sure of this—Mr. Barrymore can be }im- 
self to perfection, but be cannot play himself. 
The distinction one makes can be seen by 
emphasizing the words “he” and“ play.” 
The first pause in the comedy proper was when 
the Barrymore personality usurped the place of 
the story in the atténtion of the spectators. The 
labor question did the same ‘thing in a greater 
degree. People who are stirreil as that audience 
was stirred in Act II. requires gore to satisfy it 
in the third. The climax, as was said, came and 
awed the people, but it did not thrill them.

CANADIAN VIEWS OF THE SITUATION. 


The Tariff and the Strike as Viewed by 
Oar Northern Neighbors. 

Toronto Empire; The republican system 
of government is under test in the United 
States. The condition of the trade of the 
country is alarming. Distress and anger 
among the working classes seem to invite the 
general application of military rule, and 
troops withdrawn from Chicago are urgently 
petitioned for in other places, At sucha time 
the utter helplessness of the machinery of 
legislation at Washington is a spectacle to 
command the attention of the rest of 
the world. It is at Washington that 
the republican system of government 
is on trial. The impossibility of solvin 
the tariff problem has been apparent to a! 
thoughtful observers for sonie time. Now 
failure is confessed by the committees of the 
two Houses, and between them a complete 
disagreement obstructs the future view. The 
next step will be to report Sack to the con- 
flieting Houses in the hope .that concessions 
making towards compromise will be allowed, 
but the bulldog tenacity which has kept Sen- 
ators and Representatives for months 
tearmg the tariff bill to rags _be- 
tween them is not more likely to give way 
now than at any previous stage.of the figh:. 
There cun be no disposition to give and take 
where the mutual understanding, if there can 
be sucha thmg as understanding between 
parties at deadly enmity, seems to be the 
destruction of any trace of tariff reform in 
the record of the present administration. If 
there be any truth in the assertion that the 
people of the United States want reform of 

tariff, then they need a Cromwell 

them the way to get it, 

The object of the committees reporting 
back to their Houses is really to secure 
a little breathing space. That the points of 
disagreement can be settled thereby isin no 
sense a probability. That the Senators may 
give way on this article or on that is as absurd 
as to expect that Pullman’ woyld give away 
his interests to settle the réeent railway strnke. 
It is the question of personal interest, and, 
in some cases, of purchased votes, that sus- 
tains the Senators in dogged defiance of pub- 
lic opinion, of popular threats, and of the 
actual symptomis of revolution § abroad 
in the country.. 1t must be said in a spirit of 
impartiality that the House is justified in not 
giving way before the Senators in view of 
these jacts, although a considerable number 
of Representatives would rejoice in the final 
destruction of the tariff bili for the sake of 
the grand embarrassment it would entail. At 
Washington it may be that the legisiators 
have a clearer view of the situation, and feel 
assured that the time and permission is theirs 
to fight the difficuity to the finish where the 
‘most enduring dog wins the day. The coal, 
sugar, and iron Senators will stick to their posi- 
tion till they force their adversaries to their 
knees. That, at least, seems to be their in- 
tention. But at this distance, where, perhaps, 
the viewis not as clear, it looks asif the 
storm gathering in the West will before long 
dismiss both Houses imperatively and place 
the government of the country in the Cabinet 
for u period, however long or short it may be. 

President Cleveland’s despairing appeal to 
Democrats, addressed to Mr, Wilson, is a sad 
commentary upon the utter failure of the 
dominant party to carry out its pronises and 
the inability of Congress to do its plain duty. 

Toronto Mail’ By pig, wens cry im put- 
ting down mob violence President Cleveland 
proved himself a friend to his ceuntry in its 
need. His timely action restored order, 
undoubtedly saved both life and preperty, and 
took the heart out of the strike. More than 
this, it staid what might have developed 
into a panic. Foreign investors had begun 
to make up their minds that the United Statee 
system of government was wanting in all 
that affords a guarantee of the security of 
property. The masses who vote and 
who are the wmwakers and upholders of 
the country’s laws seemed to the distant 
observer to have lost all regard for public 
order. Public authority appeared too weak 
to cope with any formidable outbreak, as the 
army was small and politics was supposed to 
paralyze action. Since the spring of 1893 
British and European investors have kept a 
sharp lookout for symptoms of breakdown in 
the United States. After the silver basis of 
its monetary system gave way 4nd brought 
about the frightful collapse of last year in- 
vestors showed that their losses and taught 
them the lesson of prudence. They 
have never since been keen 
buyers of United States securities. 
Tariff unsettlement next caused a profound 
lull in the earning activity of nearly every- 
thing that had previously attracted foreign 
capital. The-e reverses and disappointments 
were beginning to muke outside cspitalists 
doubtful of the fundaaental soundness of the 
United States system. Likea vast railroad 
which has been built in an astonishingly short 
time, and whose hastily-constructed bridges 
in a few years one by one give way, causing 
loss of. life and destruction of property, so 
one after another vital points in the frame- 
work of the United States seem to be discov- 
ering their weakness by suddenly giving 
way under everything that rests upon 
them. It was just when foreign opin- 
ion was becoming most pessimistic of the 
United States that the A. KR. U. proceeded to 
introduce chaos, Had the President not in- 
terfered promptly and vigorously there is lit- 
tle doubt there would have been another of 
those spells of heavy selling which bring on 
such doomful days as Black Friday. Foreign 
hoiders of United States securities would 
have hastened to dispose of them in order that 
they might get a portion of their principal be- 
fore it was too late. Once that ner- 
vousness was veawakened, it would 
make little odds how the sup 
pression of the labor disturbance  pro- 
gressed, panic would have been begun, 
and in the present weak state of enterprise 
and confidence it would have run its course. 
This was a case inavhich the remedy was 
ready for instant application by the xecu- 
tive. Ifithad first to be prepared by Con: 
gréss, before the President should have au- 
thority to act, it might have been impossible 
to intermit a panic. Congress dallied four 
months over the silver repeal bill and might 
have been equally tardy in this last crisis. 
Though jealous of its rights powers, and 
inclined to suspect President Cleveland of 
designs upon them, it had the grace to pass a 
resolution lauding his activity and firmness in 
dealing with the rioters.

New York, July 26.—[Special.}—If the al. 
legations that are made today are substantiat- 
ed there is a new scandal of great magnitude 
awaiting development in the Controlier’s de- 
partment of this city. It is one also that con- 
cerns a most vital thing, the bond issues of 
the city. There have been charges for .yeurs, 
off and on, as to the unfaithfulness, not 
to say dishonesty, of persoss con- 
nected with this important branch 
of city administration. Those now 
coming to the surface relate principally to 
irregular‘and illegal issues of bonds affecting, 
it is said, over $100,000,000. It would be 
im possible to outline the evicence to be sub- 
mitted in the present vase or to give a sum- 
mary of the facts already in the possession of 
gentlemen constituting the committee which 
is to inaugurate the investigation. These 
gentlemen are: | 

sudeea Lav'son, G. W. Stokes, Orlando Smith, 
John W. Stevens, William Heaory Arnoux, Henry 
©. Robinson, and A. Willis Lightbourn. 

Ex-Judge Arnoux is the attorney of the 
committee. There are a number of gentle- 
men who compose a counseling or auxiliary 
committee that meets with the committee in 
chief, for the purpose of giving sympathy and 
support to the case in hand. It is stated that 
some of the men who were in the Controller’s 
department in the days of Tweed’s thievery 
are still there and have been there through 
every administration, and nanagnonaniy in 
charge of affairs ever since those days 
Whether or not these men were parties to the 
early frauds that brought disgrace and oblo- 
quy upon the city, and conversant with every 
alleged fraud coimmitted since, and so parties 
to each alieged offense, is something that may 
be determined later. ! 

The evidence, it is said, will be mostly 
documentary. but corroborated by direct 
personal testimony of the most important 
nature from unexpected sources. The com- 
mittee willact under the authority of a pro- 
vision in the consolidation act empowering 
five taxpaying citizens to institute an inquiry 
into the practices and methods of any 
department of the municipal govern- 
ment. Application has to be filed 
with the Justice of the Supreme 

Yourt, who will preside over the subsequent 
hearing. This inquiry will have the pane 
tage of being strictly judicial in its character, 
and under such conditions the investigation 
re will, if granted, be made certain, thor- 
ough, and impartial. The successive Con- 
trollers from the time of Connolly will be in- 
volved in this investigation. They have each 
practically indorsed, it is alieged, the methods 
employed by their successors. 

Tammany Hall has never desired to secure 
absolute control of the Controller's office 
since the Tweed exposure. It has preferred 
to have the responsibility for its practical 
operation and managemeut rest upon those 
who, while not politically connected with 
Tammany Hall, are nevertheless susceptible 
to Tammany influence, 

Offers have been repeatediy made by ‘gen- 
tlemnen of this city, possessing all of the qual- 
ifications required by law, to act as a com- 
mittee of investigation in this department. 
During the incumbency of . Controller 
Meyers a similar offer was made 
by ex-Judge Charles B. Daly and 
Col. Le Grand B. Cannon and gentlemen of 
similar standing in the community. This 
offer was based on certain charges that were 
then made of frauds, said to have been com- 
mitted by Mr. Meyers’ subordinate. None of 
these offers had ever been accepted, and Mr. 
Meyers did not avail himself of this last 
offer. He was unwilling to have gentlemen 
even of the highest character pass upon the 
evidence touchmg the department of which 
he was the official but only nominal head. 

Matthew J. O’Rourke, who was in the Con- 
troller’s office during the Tweed days, says 
several miition dollars’ worth of 4 per cent 
aqueduct bonds were then being duplicated 
and sold, and that the systematic course wi 
swindling mude possible by Tweed’s satellites 
here and iu -the Legislature had been carried 
on, and was of such a character that it would 
have to be continued under future Controllers 
far into the next century. 

Chairman Stokes of the committee said: 
“* It appears that $15,000,000 worth of these 
duplicate bonds that are known as the consoli- 
dated series of the new aqueduct bonds were 
issued and sold. I believe between $700,- 
000 and $800,000 worth of these bogus 
bonds have been bought up and destroyed. 
I suspect the money for the interest comes 
out of the pockets of the taxpayers. The 
principal culprits presee cannot be reached. 
and thuse upon whom the puvishment may 
fail were only the tools of the big rascals, 
Judicial minds :nust decide whether the city 
will be responsible for the duplicate bonds.” 


CAPT, MICHAEL DOHERTY DISMISSED, 


Others Go with Him as a Besuit of the 

; Lexow Investigation. 

New York, July 26.—(jSpecial.}—The work 
of the Lexow committee has already borne 
fruit indirectly in the conviction and dis. 
miseal from the service today of Police Cap- 
tain Michael Doherty and ex-ward men John 
Hock and Bernard Meehan.’ The Police Com- 
missioners, after weighing the evidence for an 
hour and a. half, announced that Doherty 
and the two policemen (the latter being 
ward men or detectives at the 
time of the commission of the offense for 
which they have been on trial) were guilty of 
the charges against therm, the receiving of 
‘blood money’ from Mrs. Augusta Thurow, 
for which they had, in defiance of iaw and 
against the orders of the department, permit- 
ted her to keep a place at No. 23 Second ave- 
nue, Police Commissioner Martin an- 
nouneed the finding. saying the punish- 
ment would be dismissal from the 
department. Commissioner Sheehan said 
he had not been convinced that 
the accused bad taken any money from Mrs, 
Thurow, but on the general charges of neg- 
lect of duty be had voted for dismissal, In 

ronouncing the verdict the Commissioner 

irected Supt. Byrnes to make charges 
against the Sergeants, who are shown to have 
made practice of taking Mrs. Thurow’s bond 
habitually, and also against two patrolmen— 
Meyer and Mallon—for neglect of duty, all 
of whom would stand suspended pending 
trial. Thusthe work begun today promises 
to be carrie forward with vigor. 

As soon as the verdict was pronounced 
Capt. Doherty stepped forward, took off his 
gold shie:d, and laid it upon the table in front 
of the Commissioners. He was followed by 
Hock and Meehan, who likewise gave up their 
shields, ana Supt. Byrnes being instructed 
to take possession of any property the con- 
victed men had belonging to the Police De- 
partment, the shields were turned into his 
keeping. Fifteen minutes later the buttons 
were removed from their coats in the office of 
Supt. Byrnes and the three men walked out 
citizens, crestfalien, but not defiant. 

Capt. Doherty’s testimony on the stand to- 
day was one of the most interesting features 
of the trial: He spoke as one who had been 
porsoceter by the prosecuting witness. whom 
e held up as one of the most depraved and 
vicious of women. He denied that he had 
ever received any money directly or indirect- 
ly from Mrs. Thurow, and claimed his recoru 
during his twenty-four years of service, with- 
out a charge against him, ought to be taken 
inté account. He challenged any precinct in 
the city to show as good a record as 
his, which was one of the worst in 
the city.

Strikes, Disputes, and Boycotts=What 
an Experienced Employer Has to Suc- 
gest—Sample Contract for Use by Rail- 
roads and Their Workers<Strong Opin- 
ion of Debsisin by a Woman=—Commend- 
ation for Mr. Mason. 


Cuicago, July 26.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
It is with great pleasure that I have noticed the 
views Taz has expressed in regard to 
the contract system as a remedy for labor 
troubles and the strike evil, { have been in busi- 
ness on my own account twenty-one years and 
have never had but one strike, which occurred 
about seven years ago, at which time! intro- 
duced the contract system, and have had no 
troubie since, although the union in this city is 
perhaps as strong as any trades union, snd they 
have dictated terms in very many shops. I can 
see no reason why the system could not be ap- 
plied to the railway business. It is not my prac- 
tice to have contracts with all my men, but only 
with so many as I feel certain that I will be 
able to furnish work for. Hot-headed men 
rarely strike ‘unless they feel that the strike 
will be practically unanimous, as 25 or 50 per 
cent (which always includes the best men) forms 
anucileus around which a perfect organization 
can be quickly effected. I have had no difficulty 
whatever in inducing men that I wanted to sign 
the inclosed contract, as it is considered fair. 
The deposit is required to place the men upon 


an equality with me in a financial way so far as | 


ths contraet is concerned, The contracts are 
made to éxpire at different times during the 
year, so that comparatively few are expiring 
upon any given date. The men in the shop con- 
sider an offer of a contract as a compliment, and 
those net under contract look tpon those who 
have them with some jealousy; but no trouble 
has arisen from this cause. Itis a good thing 
for the men, as it teaches them that they can 
save money; and several of my men have paid 
for homes from their savings. 

As applied to railways the pension feature you 
have suggested would be an improvement.

Springfield (Mass.) Republican: There 
appears to be no doubt that the Secretary of 
the Treasury has ordered the mints to go to

The Treasury has 121,000,000 ounces of silver 
which cost $126,000,000, All this silver bullion 
is covered what are termed “treasury” or 
“coin” notes. As such notes they are - 
able po pet but when the bullion is coined iato 
standard silver dollars and silver certificates are 
issued aguinst the standard silver dollars, the 
cease to be gold obligations and become only il.

his scientific exhortations. There was a 
light rain 150 miles to the north, where his as- 
sistant was at work ; but the beneficial downpour, 
here and there reaching a depth of four inches, 
was in the eastern portion of the State, from 200 
to 300 miles away from the influence of * sci- 
ere,

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Popular Mistakes About Labor and Capital. 
Tovepo, O., July 25.—{ Editor of The Tribune. } 
—Une is calling it a struggle between capital 
and labor. Capital and labor exist for mutual 
benefit. Capital, without the support of labor, 
wastes slowly and surely away until it is no 
more; labor sustains a pitiful existence without 
the aid of capital. The bone of contention is the 
profits which the manager, as an employer of 
capital and labor th, makes. Though a ne- 
cessity for both, his existence depénds upon get- 
ting a good share of the production of the com- 
bination of capital and labor. If he fails in 
his enterprise, capital is the victim, losing 
principal and interest both, while labor 
necessarily collects its wages. If partly suc- 
cessfnl, each party to the enterprise re- 
ceives his proportionate share. If largely suc- 
cessful the manager gets the largest share, and 
that generally arouses the envy and anger of the 
employés, who plainly see that without their 
help there would be no. profits; but they do not 
see the hidden contribution of capital and man- 
agement to bring about a g result. 
he actual struggle thus is against the man- 
ager or employer, whom they mistake for the 
capitalist. Nine out of ten industrial or com- 
mercial enterprises are started with partly bor- 
rowed capital. Where the manager owns the 
capital, in most large establishments, the inter- 
est thereon is credited to capital, the same as the 
wages are credited to labor, and the profits re- 
maining after paying the two kinds of expenses 
are credited to the management. Can we dis- 
pense with his services? 
Another popular mistake is to call those labor.

Lord Clinton in Three Heats That Aver- 
age 2:08%, and the True Mare Beats Pix- 
ley and Walter E.in the Average Time 
of 2:084¢—Wonderful Day's Harness 
Racing Over Glenville’s Yellow Mile 
‘Joe Patchen and Ballona Win. 


Oreve.ann, 0., July 26.—[Special. ]—Rec. 
ord smashing was the order of the day over 
the yellow mile at Glenville this afternoon, 
the trotters carrying off the speed honors. 
The most important of all the feats was the 
lowering of the gelding record by Ryland T., 
who twice- improved the 2;09 which Lord 
Clinton made at Detroit last Saturday. Ry- 
land T.’s first mile was in 2:0844, and twenty 
minutes later he stepped another heat in 
2:07%, the best mile that has been trotted 
this year and the fastest one ever seen at 
Cleveland. Just before the swift-footed bay 
gelding had accomplished these surprising 
miles Alix had put in three heats at an aver. 
age of about 2:08's, the fastest that had ever 
been trotted up to this afternoon: The 
little mare’s triumph was short-lived, for Ry- 
Jand T.’s average is 2:08 4, putting Directum's 
average at Lexington last fall in the shade. 
The new champion of his kind has been out 
for several years and by his peculiarities in 
company has earned tlie title of the “ crank’’ 
trotter. He has frequently been distanced; as 
for example last week at Detroit, when he 
wona heat and then became demoralized. 
This season he was prepared for this cam- 
paign at Kansas City by Dick Benson. but 
that trainer turned ‘the gelding over to the 
Stewarts, who own him, and he was handled 
today by “* Bob’’ Stewart, who formerly had 
Ryland T. was bred in Idaho 
and bears the brand “‘S. I.’’ om’ his shoulder. 
His form today was a general surprise, as he 
was overlooked in the betting and the money 
poured in on Lord Clinton at 5 to 2 over a 
strong field. Drawing inside place Ryland T. 
wentaway fast in the first heat with Lord 
Clinton close up.,. At the half in 1:04% 
Ryland T. was still leading and the two geld. 
ings had left the field far behind. The clip 
was about the same all the way and at the dis- 
tance it was evident that the black champion 
had met his Waterloo, He fought gamely 
and was lapped on Ryland T, at the wire in 
2:08. 

Cranky Ryland T. Proves Unbeatable, 

The talent still fought shy of the erratic 
bay trotter, and played the field against him, 
but he upset all caiculations by going away 
as steadily as before in the second heat, Lord 
Clinton making the clip faster than ever. To- 
gether the cracks raced to the half in 1:03%, 
and then Ryland T., drew away a 
little in the -third - quarter which he 
reached in 1:36. Lord Clinton was done 
for, but a new competitor appeared 
in Ellard, who made a mighty spurt from the 
head of the stretch and got to the leader's 
wheel. It was a tremendous test of endur- 
ance to stand the challenge of the new comer, 
for he was going \ike a runaway, but Ryland 
T. held him at his saddle to the wire, though 
the last quarter wasin 81%. When the time 
was announced at 2:07% the big crowd 
cheered the new champion, for such a 
mile ~-had never been seen before 
in a_ trotting contest at any point 
of the grand circuit. Ellard was 
by no means done for and he went at Ryland 
T. from the word in the third heat and sturk 
to him all the way. Try as he might the 
stout stallion could not get past the leader. 
The .half was reached in 1:043{, and from 
there the clip increased, the last quarter in 
8144 seconds, with Ryland T. a neck in front 
all the way. Stewart never madea drive till 
below the distance, but Ellard looked so dan- 
gerous that he lifted Ryland T. and. landed 
him a winner in the greatest race ever trotted 
in point of speed in 2:08%4. 

Before this sensation had closed the day 
three good contests had preceded it. In the 
2:20 pace, which came first, Joe Patchen 
was favorite dt 5 to 2, and he won cleverly 
enough, T. N. B. forcing him to improve his 
record twice till the black stallion scored 2:10 
in the third heat.

MERLIN WINS ON ALLOWANCE, 


“Schooner Hawthorne of Chicago Beaten at 


the Green Bay Regatta. 

Green Bay, Wis,, July 26.—The schooner 
yacht Merlin of this port, owned by Horace 
J. Conley, defeated the schooner Hawthorne 
of Chicago today in a fifteen-mile race over a 
triangular course in a heavy southeast wind, 
The prize for the race of the schooners was a 
handsome silver cup. The Hawthorne won 
the Merlin by actual sailing 
time 2 minutes 37144 seconds, but on 
account of her superior size the Hawthorne 
had to give her rivala time allowance of 7 
minutes 3651¢ seconds, which gave her the 
race by over 5 minutes. The course was tri-' 
angular in shape as follows: First leg, four 
miles northwest ; second leg, five and one-half 
miles south southeast; third ter, five and one- 
half miles due east.

KANSAS POPULISTS REDUCE FREIGHT 
RATES ON WHEAT. 


Railroad Commissioners Working for Po- 
litical Effect-Do Not Expect Supreme 
Geurt to Affirm Findings, but Hope to 
Charge %) Fails ¢ hen Wits 
Scheme to the Republican Bench= 
Sample of Populist Financiering=Other 
News of the Railroads. 

Torzxa, Kas., July 23.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The sweeping reduction in 
freight rates ordered by the State Board of 
Railroad Commissioners on all classes of 
freight will take effect Aug. 1, but as the rail- 
road companies have announced in advance 
they will pay no attention to the recom- 
mendation of the board suit will be insti- 
tuted by the Attorney-General soon after 
that date to compel the adoption of the 
schedule. The law creating the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners makes no provision 
for clothing the board with power to enforce 
its orders, but it provides tliat the judgment 
of the Commissioners in reference to the rea- 
sonableness of freight rates shall be prima 
facie evidence of what is a reasonable charge. 
It is on this provision of the law that the Com- 
missioners hope to enforce their decision 
through the medium of the courts. 

The reduction of rates ordered by the board 
is in line with the reductions which the Popu- 
lists in the last two sessions of the Legislature 
have attempted to enact into law, the sched- 
ule being practically copied from the maxi- 
mum freight rate bill that failed of passage 
in the sessions of 1891 and 1893. It cuts 
rates as now in force throughout the State 
about 30 percent. The action of the board 
is admittedly a political move, intended to 
make capital for the Populists in the present 
campaign, its promoters not expecting to see 
the schedule put in operation. 

The Populist Petition. 


The matter was brought to the official at 
tention of the board by the following peti- 
tion, drafted by the Populist Executive 
Council: 

Your petitioners, farmers, merchants, and 
other business men and wealth producers of 
Kansas, do respectfully represent that the rates 
charged on freight by the railroads of this State 
are unjust, unreasonable, extortionate, and dis- 
criminative, and beg your honorable body to in- 
quire into the matter and reduce the rates to 
correspond with the very low prices producers 
are now compelled to accept for the products’ of 
their labor.@ We would further ask that you re- 
adjust local tariff rates as in your judgment may 
seem proper to the end that existing discrimina- 
tions between various points may cease. 

The board notified the representatives of 
all railroads doing business in Kansas thatan 
inquiry would be made into the freight rates 
and requested their presence. May 16 the 
case was called, but the attorneys for the rail- 
roads declined to take any part iu it, denying 
the authority of the board to take any action 
updén a complaint so generalin its character 


and objecting to its jurisdiction. The com- 


mission went on with the ae no evi- 
dence being introduced except on the part of 
the petitioners, and June 30 gave out its de- 
cision, in part as follows: 

It is believed the roads and equipment are cap- 
italized at 25 to 50 per centin excessof actual 
cost at time of construction and 35 to 70 percent 
in excess of present actual value. Some of these 
roads received large government land grants; 
some received botb land grants and goverament 
bonds; while the remainder with but few excep- 
tions received municipal aid. The board has 
carefully weighed all the information obtainable. 
The conditions affecting both the railroads and 
the peoplein this State have been duly consid- 
ered and the schedule of rates herewith presented 
is believed to be reasonable and just. 


Populist Financiering. 


In orderthat the actual effect of these rates 
when put into effect may be better understood 
the following demonstration is given: The wheat 
crov of Rice County for the year 1892 was 2,417,- 
835 bushels. Allowing 500 bushels to the car 
this would be 4,835 cars. Assuming that this 
wheat all goes to Kansas City under the rate 
here presented, which is 12.70 cents per 100 
pounds, or $38.10 a car, the roads will 
receive %184,213.50. According to the 
official repért of the Atchison, Toveka and San- 
ta Fé railroad company for the year ending June 
30, 1892, the average cost for carrying freight of 
all kinds was 6.88 mills per ton per mile. As- 
suming that the expense of hauling wheat is not 
more than the average, it would actually cost 
the road $24.05 per car, or $116,281.75 for haul- 
ing the wheat of Rice County from Sterling to 
Kansas City. Deducting the cost from what they 
actually receive would leave a profit to the 
roads of $67,931.75 under the schedule herein 
proposed. The present rate is 15% cents per 
bundred pounds, or $47.25 per car, which gives 
the roads #228,453.75. Deducting the #184,- 
213.50, which they wi'l receive under the new 
rates, leaves $44,240.25, the amount saved to 
the wheat raisers of Rice County. We think this 
is a fair illustration of the effects these rates will 
have. The principle will unquestionab:y hold 
good on all classes of freight. They are believed 
to be fair to the roads and fair to the shippers. 

Iu defending the suits to be brought against 
them to enforce the rulings of the board the 
railroads will endeavor to show that the rates 
sought to be established by the Commission- 
ers will amount practically to confiscation of 
their property. They will attempt to show 
that this year the earnings of the roads will 
not much more than pay the actual cost 
of operation, to say nothing of interest. 

The Populists do. not expect the Supreme 
Court to affirm the findings of the Commis- 
sicners, but they do hope for a decision be- 
fore election day that the failure of the 
board’s schedule to become operative may 
be charged up to the Republican majority on 
the Supreme bench of the State.

people of foreign extraction are hastening to 
to avail themselves of the opportunity to visit 
the land of their birth. 

The modicum of profit is no barrier evidently 
to the continuance of such a rate, irrespective of 
whatever circumstances are responsible for it; 
for it is evident that the fact is patent to those 
back of the movement that the effect of the pres- 
ent exodus is not to be in ‘any way permanent, 


an early return of the‘ present emigrants may be 
looked for when all transportation companies 
engaged in immigration traffic will participate 
in the liberal profits realized from ‘regular rates. 

It is not many years since, as a result ofa rate 
war between Eastern railroads, the Pennsylvania 
company made a rate for immigrants of #1 from 
New York to Chicago, on which it has been 
proved a profit was realized sufficient to justify 
an indefinite continuance of it did circumstances 
so warrant. This being true a rate could be 
made, with profit, from the West tothe dea- 
board for, say, $7 from St. Paul, 86 from Mil- 
waukee, and $5 from Chicago. It conld be made 
a condition of sale with these _tick- 
ets that the purchaser be required 
to purehase his steamship ticket before ap- 
plying for nis railroad ticket, and that same be 
presented in connection therewith when so re- 
quested by railroad .employés, thus precluding 
the possibility of an abuse of the low- 
rate privileges which should be granted only to 
those seeking to avail themselves of the present 
lowsteamship rate.
